Council rejects latest bid 
to create city manager post

DCS Plaines nldcrmcn, some with on 


eye on their political futures, turned 
down another bid Monday to create the 
job of city manager in Des Plalncs and 
reduce the mayor's position to a part- 
time job. 


The hour-long debate on the matter 


ended In an B-to-D tic, with Mayor Her- 
bert II. Dchrcl casting a no ballot and 
defeating the issue. 


It was (he second time the council has 


rejected such a measure in the past IB 
months, but a number of councilmen 
rhlfted their positions during the period. 


The last time a similar proposal was 


considered on Jan. 2, 1973. the issue was 
turned down primarily by backers of 
nchrcl. who had just announced his in- 
tention of seeking n fifth term In office. 


FIVE ALDERMEN changed their 


votes In the two considerations of the 
proposals. Aldermen Thomas Koplos, 1st, 
Kenneth Kchc. 2nd, and Ewald Swanson, 
ftth. all voted no In 1973. but turned 
around to cast yei bullets Monday. Alder- 


men Joseph Sznbo, 1st, and Charles Bo- 
lek, 3rd, favored the measure in 1973 but 
voted against the recent proposal. 


Bolck voiced much opposition to the 


part-time mayor/city manager proposal 
Monday and at a committee meeting last 
week, stating that full-time elected offi- 
cials make decisions for the welfare of 
the entire community. 


"This system has helped to build Des 


Plaines Into a good community," Bolek 
said. 


Some city council observers have men- 


tioned Bolko as a possible, mayoral can- 
dintc In 1977. 


AT LEAST ONE alderman, Richard 


Ward, 8th, noted that somo aldermen 
may have voted on the recommendation 
by the city code and judiciary committee 
with their political futures in mlad. 


"It appears these discussions may fig- 


ure In the political aspirations of some 
here," Ward said during the council de- 
bate.

Jerry Gallo spent the longest — and 


possibly the most rewarding — 20 min- 
utes of his life Tuesday afternoon. 


During one of his rare trips home for 


lunch from his DCS Plalncs office, Jerry 
and his neighbor, Jeff Menlcr, helped de- 
liver the Menlcrs' first baby. 


Mary Beth Menlcr thought she was 


having gas pains at about noon, but 
quickly discovered that her firstborn, 
due Aug. 14. had decided to enter the 
v/o'V a little early. 


In the meantime, Gallo. who said he's 


only been home for lunch twice In six 
months, "for some reason decided to 
k"ock on their (the Mcnlers') door." 


"JEFF ANSWERED the door and sold 


he needed my help," Gallo related, still a 
little shaken' from his first contact with 
childbirth. "The baby's head was nl- 
ready out and we picked her up (Mrs. 
Men'er) and laid her on the couch." 


The doctor had been called moments 


earlier and Gallo told his neighbor to call 
for an ambulance. While waiting for the 
Nlles Fire Dept. ambulance to arrive, 
Gnllo sat on the council with the laboring 
mother and encouraged her to do natural 
breathing exercises she hnd learned In 
childbirth classes. 


"She was laying there saying, 'I'm 


pushing.' and I'm holding her saying 
'Hold on.' " laughed Gallo. 


Just after the head and shoulders were 


delivered the Nlles paramedics arrived 
and finished the job." 


"I WAS BASICALLY concerned that 


the baby was coming too fast and there 
was no one who knew what to do," sold

I 
was coil at the time, but afterwards ... 
v/oooo." 


The new father Tuesday said Jennifer 


Rebecca Menlcr is in "oerfect shape." 
The 7 pound 4-ounce little girl and her 
mother were res'Ing comfortably nt Lu- 
theran General Hospital. 


The Mcnlcrs, 9010 N. Cumberland, 


were In the midst of taking courses In 
the LaMazc method of natural childbirth 
when Jennifer arrived. "We had just 
learned the breathing and It really 
helped. Mary Beth was very calm, cool 
and collected — she was very brave," 
Mcnier said. 


He was planning (o be In the delivery 


room for the baby's birth "but I sure 
hadn't planned on being in the living 
room." 


BOTH "AMATEUR doctors" had high 


praise for the Nllcs Fire Dcpt. para- 
medics who finished the delivery, Lcroy 
C.illisen and Tom Marcottc. 


"They came in and set up Instantly," 


said Gallo. One guy told me this was his 
first baby but I'll tell you, they handled 
themselves perfectly." 


Gallo had told his neighbors that If 


they ever had any problems they should 
call hlm,"but I never expected this." 


"It was a little scary but the whole 


thing was beautiful," Gallo said. "It 
wasn't the prettiest sight — but It was — 
I guess you could say it was fascinat- 
ing." 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, said that by mak- 
ing the mayor's position part-time, more 
residents would be able to run for tbo 
position. He also noted the operation of 
the city has grown in complexity and 
that a full-time professional adminis- 
trator is needed to handle the day-to-day 
operation and free the mayor to plan for 
the growth and development of the city. 


A PORTION of the debate was con- 


cerned with whether there would be a 
public referendum on the issue. Abrams 
said he planned to present the issue to 
the council once a number of other pos- 
sible city government changes ore con- 
sidered. 


However Aid. Gerald Meyer, 7th, 


moved to amend the action to Include a 
provision for a referendum. 


"I feel the citizens should decide this 


issue," Meyer added. 


Other aldermen, including Aldermen 


George Olcn. 2nd, Arthur Erboch, 5lh, 
and Irene Blrchfield, 5th, indicated they 
would prefer to retain the full-time may- 
or format and suggested that a full-time 
administrative assistant be hired to aide 
the mayor. 


BEIIREL SAID Tuesday that he would 


not oppose a move to place the issue on a 
referendum ballot next spring if it mere- 
ly called for a vote without any prior city 
council recommendation. 


"Some people like Abroms, Chase and 


Movers are not trying to find any quali- 
fied full-time candidates," Belirel as- 
serted. 


The mayor, however, refused to specu- 


late as to whether any of the opponents 
of the part-time mayor/city manager 
might be considered candidates for his 
post in 1977. 


SOME OBSERVERS have noted that 


local voters might not favor the part- 
lime mayor concept. Voters have turned 
down referendums on the matter in 1953, 
1955 and 1961. 
Behrcl and others have 


predicted that another referendum also 
mlaht be lurned back by the voters. 


Besides considering the shift to part 


time mayor and hiring a city manager, 
the city code and judiciary committee, 
which is headed by Abrams, also is 
studying the possibility of making the 
citv clerk's position part-time, abolishing 
the post of city treasurer, reducing the 
number of aldermen from 16 to eight and 
limitint! an alderman, mayor or city 
clerk to serving no more than two four- 
year terms In office. 


Abrams said he hopes to have com- 


mittee recommendations for these pro- 
nosals, which hove been under study for 
the past year and prepared during the 
summer, so that the council can have 
sufficient time to decide whether there 
should be a referendum next year. 


$30,000 truck

Parents seek- 
more special 
ed teachers

Board of Education may come under 
pressure from parents to hire four learn- 
ing disabilities teachers for the 1974-75 
school year. 


Mary Ann Brookhart, a parent at the 


board meeting Monday, said several par- 
ents were upset at the board's decision 
not to Include additional learning dis- 
abilities teachers in the proposed 1974-75 
budget. The additional staff would have 
worked with students at Dan Cook and 
Grant Wood schools and Lively and 
Friendship junior high schools. 


The board voted 3 to 3 Monday night 


not to provide money to hire two full- 
time learning disabilities teachers, a 
half-time teacher and a coordinator. 
Board members Emll Bahnmaler, Avis 
Wold and Judith Zanca voted against the 
request. 


BAHNMAIER SAID THE board had 


not "completely canceled out" the hiring 
of the additional staff but that board 
members want a "legal definition" of 
what special education services It must 
provide. "We've directed our attorney to 
come back with a legal statement," he 
said. "Beyond that, I can't comment." 


Supt. James Erviti said the adminis- 


tration requested the additional teachers 
after more youngsters with learning 
problems were Identified In a screening

Robert Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a jagged 
piece of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and 1V4 feet long, is believed to be an access hatch for a 
commercial jet aircraft. 


FREDERICKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to sec it, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring to reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport. 


The O'Hare control tower said the park site is in line with a 


busy runway which handled a plane every two minutes. • 


Tlie pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" it was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA Des Plaines office said, "It 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. "Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing." 


The control tower spokesman said the description sounded 


as though it was from an airliner, but it was not an essential 
part. 


"Evidently they aren't even aware of it They may not be 


until they take the plane out again and have the required 
walk-around inspection," he said. 


Willaim Poerspel, assistant to the aircraft maintenance 


manager for United Airlines, said the hand-painted number 
9F-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a Douglas air- 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing" 
door on a DC-8. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted. 


He said it was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


fall off in mid-night 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft mainte- 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes had been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors and 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally. He said an 
nirconditioner door once struck a house. 


Fredericks and Debbie said they were unhurt but were a 


little shaken after the incident. "After that, we started watch- 
Ing everything that came in over us."

McCarthy, gentle enigma

It Is, conceded the man from Min- 


nesota, "awfully hard to slop running 
for President." 


The former Democratic 
senator 


from America's northland — Eugene 
J. McCarthy — started running for 
President in 1968. His effort fell far 
short of winning, but his assumption 
of command of the antiwar move- 
ment in the late 1960s was widely re- 
garded as the decisive factor in 
President Lyndon B. Johnson's deci- 


• slon not to run for reelection. 


Having succumbed six years ago to 


a proprietary Interest In the office, 
McCarthy now Is concerned with 
what has been done to the presidency 
under its last two occupants, Johnson 
and Richard M. Nixon. 


He speaks of "overpersonallzation 


of the White House" and says that a 
major need of the nation is to restore 
both the presidency and the Congress 
to their constitutional roles. 


MCCARTHY TOLD reporters in 


Chicago Tuesday, "I don't know that 
I will ever decide not to run for Pres- 
ident." 


He said later that he would make 


another serious bid for the Presiden- 
cy if other candidates fail to accept 
his contention that the Chief Execu- 
tive must limit himself to the ex- 
ercise of his constitutional powers, 
and if he finds any support for his 
candidacy. 


"We simply have to address the 


question of the constitutional nature 
of the office," said McCarthy. 


"People ought not to be surprised 


at the over-personalization of the 
White House," he said, "because the 
people and the Congress have 
allowed it to develop under Johnson 
and Nixon." 


McCarUiy said it is up to the Con- 


gress to sec that government agencies 
such as the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and the Central 
In- 


telligence Agency remain indepen- 
dent and free of political influence.

He also warned that a 
"third 


force" may emerge in the country to 
remove political control from the 
traditional c'ontest between the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties. 


POINTING OUT that the U.S. Con- 


stitution says nothing about political 
parties, McCarthy said, "We have 
become ovcrcommitted to the two- 
party system. We need to ask, 'Is it 


working?'" 


He added that third parties have 


succeeded on the state level and 
cited the Farmer-Labor Party of 
Minnesota, of which he and another 
Minnesotan, former Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey, are products, and 
the Progressive Party of Wisconsin. 


Asked if he still considered himself 


a Democrat, McCarthy responded, "I 
would like to consider myself one. 
But it becomes increasingly difficult 
to make a long-range commitment 
to the party. What am I to do if a 
George Wallace gets the nomination 
(for President)?" 


McCarthy visited Chicago to ad- 


dress a fund-raising dinner for Proj- 
ect LEAP (Legal Elections in all 
Precincts). He said he has scheduled 
campaign appearances for Demo- 
cratic candidates in New Hampshire, 
Wisconsin, Colorado and Oregon but 
has not been invited to campaign In 
Illinois.

White House 6abusecP IRS 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - White House 


officials Illegally obtained tax audit in- 
formation on nine "politically active" 
movie and television stars in 1971 to see 
whether tax men were harassing actor 
John Wayne, according to evidence re- 
leased Tuesday the the House Judiciary 
Committee. 


The investigation was triggered by a 


complaint from Wayne, a supporter of 
President Nixon, the evidence disclosed. 
It also showed a White House sleuth con- 
cluded Wayne was receiving no wotse 
treatment than other stars in his tax 
bracket. 


White House attempts to turn the Inter- 


nal Revenue Service Into a political tool 
to punish "enemies" and to shield 
friends from tax audits were documented 
In a 400-page report by the committee. 


The report cited an effort to halt a tax 


audit of the Rev. Billy Graham, who was 
suspected of failing to have reported tax- 
able gifts he had received — clothing 
from North Carolina merchants, tuition 
for his children, and construction and 
d e c o r a t o r work performed without 
charge. 


The John Wayne tax investigation was 


described in a memo written Oct. B, 1971, 
to then White House Counsel John W.

Dean III by John J. Caulflcld — an ex- 
New York City policeman hired by the 
White House for clandestine assignments 
— and in Caulfield's testimony to the 
Senate Watergate committee. 


"Per your instructions of Sept. 28,1971, 


we have selected some individuals in the 
entertainment industry who were politi- 
cally active during prior elections and 
d e t e r m i n e d their audit history," 
Caulflcld wrote Dean. 


The stars included Wayne, Richard 


Boone, Sammy Davis Jr., Jerry Lewis, 
Peter Lawford, Fred MacMurray, Gary 
Morton, Lucille Ball, Ronald Reagan and 


Frank Sinatra. 


Caulflcld testified he obtained the data 


from Vernon Acree, then an assistant 
IRS commissioner in charge of enforce- 
ment and now chief of the U.S. Customs 
Service. 


Wayne apparently had complained that 


he had been singled out for rough tax 
scrutiny. But after looking at the status 
of the other stars, Caulfleld concluded in 
his memo that "the Wayne complaint... 
does not appear to be strong enough to 
pursue." 


Misuse of the IRS will be considered as 


possible grounds for impeachment when 
the committee starts debating a bill of 
impeachment next week.

Turkey rusted troops Tuesday to its 


southern coast within 50 miles of Cyprus 
and threatened intervention to protect 
the Turkish minority on the island. 


The United States and its allies urged 


restraint to head off a growing threat of 
war between Greece and Turkey, both of 
which have large ethnic populations on 
Cyprus. 


President Makarios of Cyprus, over- 


thr,own Monday in a coup by Greek Cy- 
prints advocating union with Greece, left 
the island by British transport plane 
Tuesday and arrived in Malta. 


Cypriot sources in New York said Ma- 


karios was enroutc to the United Nations 
to appeal to the Security Council for in- 
tervention 


At the United Nations, Secretary Gen- 


eral Kutt Waltllicim called the Security 
Council into emergency session to deal 
with tiie growing threat of war between 
Greece and Turkey over the island. Cy- 
priot ambassador Zcnon Rossides asked 
the council to order a cease-fire on 
Cyprus ami to use the 2,000 U.N. peace- 
keeping troops on the island Io enforce it. 


Before1 leaving Cyprus, Makarios made

Some opponents said it 
was still an open question. 


The section to be deleted would al- 


low the n"1" Legal Services Corpo- 
ration to contract with universities 
for research work.

Nixon vetoed in 1!)71 provides' that 
the corporation could aid the poor in 
civil cases but its lawyers could not 
take any case involving school dese- 
gragation, criminal matters, abor- 
tion, Selective Service or military 
desertion, advocacy of public pol- 
icies, political activities, labor mat- 
ters or demonstrations.

New Mexico's treasure., 
does it really exist? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — New Mexico's 


attorney general threatened Tuesday to 
sue the Army if it tries to dig for a hid- 
den cache of Spanish gold he said could 
be wortli as much as $225 billion. 


David L. Norvell, the attorney general, 


said the Army is moving equipment into 
the Wiilte Sands, N. M., missile range in 
an effort to recover "the treasure trove 
of Victoria Peak." 


The Army denied this. It said the leg- 


endary treasure doesn't exist and never 
did. 


But Norvell and a group represented 


by attorney F. Lee Bailey, which claims 
to know where the gold is, said the Army 
had refused its request to enter the mis- 
silo range to look for the gold. 


Bailey told reporters the group advised 


the Army of the general location of the 
treasure and that the Army has "moved 
machinery to the site" to dig for the 
gold. 


Norvell said "it is now my intention to 


confer with the governor of New Mexico 
and file suit in the near future to enjoin" 
the Army from removing tite gold. 


New Mexico would get 25 per cent of 


the gold cache If it is brought out by 
Bailey's group, Norvell said. The missile 
site is operated by the Army on land 
leased from New Mexico. 


The "first cache" of gold would be 


worth about $2 billion at current prices 


Norvell said. But he said an estimated 
$225 billion worth of gold may be buried 
in the area. 


The legend of a lost treasure has been 


cropping up since the time of the Spanish 
explorers. Geronimo, the Indian leader, 
Is alleged to have hidden his booty in the 
area. In another version, Spanish sol- 
diers supposedly stole the gold and bur- 
ied it near Victoria Peak, a 1,500-foot hill 
on the missile grounds. 


According to Bailey, his clients, whom 


he refused to identify, produced a sample 
gold bar to support their story which as- 
sayed out a "60 per cent pure gold." The 
Secret Service now has the bar, Bailey 
said. 


Meanwhile, the federal 
government 


said Tuesday it Is offering 23,391 acres of 
land in Utah for leases for geothermal 
energy. 


The Bureau of Land Management 


asked that bids be submitted by July 30 
to the BLM office in Salt Lake City. The 
government hopes to attract companies 
interested in turning the underground 
steam into electricity through generating 
processes. 


The House approved a bill recently for 


a federal program of building demon- 
stration plants using geothermal re- 
sources — steam or heat from hot rocks 
underground — to generate electricity or 
run other processes.

Ninety times a month, suburban girls head for while-you-wait 


clinics; often parents never even know of the pregnancies... 


by KAREN BLECHA 


At least 90 times each month, young 


girls under ago 21 from tho Northwest 
suburbs seek abortions. The figures can- 
not bo precise, but available statistics 
show that 90 is a reasonable average. 


One day, Instead of going to school or a 


friends' house, a girl drives Into Chicago 
She takes her boyfriend or her girlfriend 
and the $160 she's managed to scrape to- 
gether. In three or four hours, the proce- 
dure Is over, tho patient rested and 
ready to return home. Many times her 
parents will never know she was preg- 
nant. 


Ninety is only a partial figure. Abor- 


tion clinics won't release statistics and 
pregnancy counselors believe most girls 
go directly to a clinic without first seek- 
ing help elsewhere. 


THE GIRLS TURN to newspaper ads 


that offer abortions like a dealer offers a 
good buy on a used car. "Low, Low Cost 
Abortions. No Waiting. Immediate Ap- 
pointments." clinics advertise. In one 
minute, a girl can have a receptionist on 
the telephone. In another minute, she can 
hate an appointment for the next day. 


With college, career and marriage 


ahead for most pregnant Northwest sub- 
urban teens, the majority choose abor- 
tion. 


"Kids arc apt to choose It because It's 


the easy way out." said Don Rago, for- 
mer director of The Bridge, a Palatine 
Township counseling center that handles 
problem pregnancies. "They've been 
taught to take the easy way out by their 
adult role models." 


Statistics from The Bridge show that 


during a recent five-month period, lit 
girls wanted abortions. Eleven were be- 
tween 12 and 13 years old; 50 between IB 
and 17; and so between 18 ard 20. 


Records from Planned Parenthood, a 


Chicago-area family planning agency, 
show that 53 per cent of the women they 
help want abortions. Sixty percent of all 
their cases arc 20 years old and younger; 
15 per cent of all their cases arc from 
the Northwest suburbs. In a recent three 
month period, the agency handled 4,076 
cases. 


TEENS HAVE abortions for many rea- 


sons. Some say, "It's just a blob and I 
want to get rid of It," said Esther Pace, 
a nurse who has counseled pregnant 
teens at The Bridge. 


Others girls choose abortion because 


they can't bear to face people's reactions 
to the "terrible thing I've done." They 
feel dirty and cheap, she said. 


"Some girls will have abortions, even 


though they arc morally against It, rath- 
er than face their parents," she said. 
"Those arc the ones who will be casu- 
alties In the years to come, if not directly 
after the abortions." 


Most of the time tho decision is hard to 


make, especially when you're only 16, In 
love with your boyfriend and scared to 
death. But once a girl chooses abortion, 
arranging one Is as easy as picking up 
the telephone. 


Besides newspaper ads, a girl can find 


out about a clinic through her doctor and 
friends. The high school grapevine Is es- 
pecially efficient in matters like abor- 
tion. 


A GIRL CAN call Planned Parenthood 


and get a referral without counseling. 


She can contact one of several area hos- 
pitals, including Lutheran General in 
Park Ridge, Skoklc Valley, Evanston 
and Chicago's Michael Reese, to get the 
name of a doctor willing to handle the 
case. Ho will admit her to the hospital or 
perform the abortion on un outpatient 
basis. 


If she wants help with her decision, a 


girl can contact The Bridge. There, coun- 
selors try to help the girl accept what 
has happened (if she hasn't already) and 
help her make a choice. The counselors 
discuss all alternatives; never do they 
tell the girl or couple what to do. In most 
cases, counselors support whatever deci- 
sion Is made. 


One counselor said. "When you sec 


that a girl had made a terribly destruc- 
tive decision — destructive to her mental 
health — I cannot In good conscience 
support her decision. I ask her to come- 
back after thinking it over. Some do; 
some don't. Very often we hear about the 
ones who just go ahead and have an 
abortion anyway when they're falling 
apart and need help." 


The Bridge usually refers girls to the 


Concord Medical Center. Chicago, for 
abortions. If a girl Is under 111, Imr par- 
ents must be informed before that refer- 
ral Is made. 


"Many girls will say they wish they 


could tell their parents, but thuy just 
can't," Mrs. Pace said. Those girls leave 
the Bridge and get an abortion anyway, 
she said. 


BESIDES BEING pregnant, money In 


advance is the most Important require- 
ment for an abortion. Averatjc cost is 
$160 which must be paid in money order 
or cashier's check before the procedure. 
Clinics don't like keeping large amounts 
of cash around and personal checks arc 
just too risky. One clinic permits patients 


to charge the abortion to their Master 
Charge accounts. 


Many clinics don't ask for a doctor's 


certification of pregnancy; they do their 
own pregnancy tests. Fewer require any 
form of parental consent for those under 
in, or even under 16. They follow the Illi- 
nois law tlint siiys when a girl is preg- 
nant, no matter whut age, she has the 
rlpht to make the decision about that 
pregnancy. 


Getting an iibortion during the 13th to 


24th week of pregnancy (Illinois law al- 
lows abortion up to 2-t weeks of preg- 
nancy) is more difficult, Few area hospi- 
tals do advanced abortions, which can 
cost up to $1,200. Many counselors will 
refer n girl to New York where she can 
get an abortion for $230 to $400 plus the 
cost of transportation. 


"Even with airplane fare, it's cheap- 


er," said a counselor. 


At The Bridge, counselors sec all kinds 


of girls — from broken homes to white 
upper-middle class families of good 
standing in the community. Recently, 
The Hridfii: handled a pregnancy In- 
volving a high school cheerleader and 


'They come in herds'-ivith 
friends along ior support 


Karen Simon says you can always tell 


when a teen from the suburbs comes la 
the Concord Medical Center In Chicago. 


"They come In herds," she soys. "I 


guess they need each other for support." 


Concord, 17 \V. Grand Avc., is on abor- 


tion clinic, one frequently used by teens 
from the Northwest suburbs. Compared 
to the seedy clinics that opened when 
abortion became legal In New York, Con- 
cord Is a sharp contrast. 


The waiting room Is reassuringly deco- 


rated in yellow, white and black with 
plenty of plants and pictures on the wall. 
The other rooms are as clean and as 
sterile as any hospital. The receptionist 
greets all patients pleasantly when she's 
not busy making appointments on the 
telephone. 


"Don't cat anything for at least five 


hours before," she drones Into the receiv- 
er. "Arc you allergic to any drugs? Have 
you been pregnant before? Do you know 
your blood typo? Who referred you to 
us? There are no Incisions, no cutting. 
No knives are used." 


Doctors at Concord, a privately owned 


and far-profit clinic that opened a year 
ago, will terminate pregnancies In the 
first 12 weeks. The process takes about 
three to four hours. 


THE FIRST thing a girl docs Is make 


her payment, $160 in money order, cash- 
ier's check or Master Charge. She will go 
lo the lab for a blood test, blood pressure 
check and a double check for pregnancy. 
Tho clinic requires she come with a doc- 
tor's note or a copy of lab test results 
certifying she Is pregnant. 


Then she fills out forms that ask for 


medical history and reasons behind the 
girl's decision. The forms will help the 
counselor later when she meets with the 


her football team captain boyfriend. 


"We get all kinds of kids from all kinds 


of families. This belief about the kids 
coming just from bad families — that's 
something people like to tell them- 
selves," Mrs. Pace said. 


MRS. PACE HAS dealt with many par- 


ents and their reaction to a daughter's 
pregnancy is usually the same. "Mother 
is very hurt, very angry," she said. "Fa- 
ther is mad at the boyfriend. He grounds 
tho girl, and forbids her to sec the boy 
again. In the end, they are usually sup- 
portive. They help with the problem, but 
that doesn't mean they won't hang it 
over the girl's head later." 


Some girls are positive their parents 


are going to throw them out of the house 
or disown them. "Those same kids will 
call two days later and say everything 
went okay," said one counselor. " 'We 
cried together and then talked about 
what we would do,' they say." 


Being hurt and angry ore natural reac- 


tions and parents shouldn't be ashamed 
of them, Rago said. His advice, "Don't 
panic."' 


"Seek assistance. Your daughter get- 


ting pregnant is not an indication you aro 
a bad parent," he said. 


Both Rago and Mrs. Page admit abor- 


tion Isn't the best answer to the problem 
of teen-age pregnancy. 


"I'm worried about what's going to 


happen in five or ten years," said Mrs. 
Page. "What happens to a girl who has 
an abortion and then five years later ac- 
cepts a new value system? I am really 
scared to see what will be the result." 


RAGO BELIEVES If the community 


made it easier, more unwed teens would 
choose to complete their pregnancies. 
The answer is not necessarily more 
homes for unwed mothers, but more 
community awareness of the problem 
and less stigma for the pregnant girl, he 
said. 


Whatever the answer, it doesn't look 


like teen-agers in the Northwest suburbs 
are going to stop experimenting with sex. 
Some say the number of teens having 
sex is the same as it was 20 years ago. 
Others, like Mrs. Pace, maintain the 
number has increased. 


"Everything today Is sexually oriented,

The kids arc bombarded on 
all sides and look how vulnerable they 
are."

After the session, which takes about 


one hour, she will change to a hospital 
gown and wait for her abortion. The 
procedure, done by a vacuum aspirator, 
takes about 10 to 15 minuts. Doctors arc 
dressed In sterile gowns and all life sup- 
port equipment is available In case of 
any problems. 


"We use a slow method of dilation so 


there is less stress on the woman's sys- 
tem," explained Miss Simon, who works 
at the clinic. "We then use the vacuum 
aspirator which sounds like an air condi- 
tioner. We do suction, then curcttagc to 
scrape all the fetus out, then suction 
again." 


Once the procedure Is done, the patient 


Is taken to the recovery room for cook- 
ies, tea, soft drinks and some hand hold- 
Ing by the nurses. When she's ready to 
go home, she will be given two drugs: an 
antibiotic and one to contract the uterus. 


"AT LEAST 90 per cent walk out feel- 


Ing fine, ready to go home and relax for 
tho evening," Miss Simon said. "They 
arc ready, to go to work or to school the 
next day. Complications do occur but 
chances arc one in every 1,000 abortions. 
It could be n missed abortion or a punc- 
ture of the womb or uterus. We arc re- 
leased from responsibility when the girl 
signs a consent sheet but we want to 
know Immediately if she has any com- 
plications." 


Miss Simon has counseled teens who 


decide on abortion. "Many of them say 'I 
can't disappoint my parents so I don't 
want to tell them,' 
she said. "I tell 


them 'you made a mistake but there Is 
no reason why you should pay for it the 
rest of your life.' "

1972. Barrett was convicted on federal 
charges of accepting $180.000 In kick- 
backs from Iho now-defunct Shoup Vot- 
ing Machine Corp. of Pennsylvania. 


AIRS. FLAMM said at a press confer- 


ence In Chicago that Kusper wrote speci- 
fications for the 400 votii.g machines to 
limit bidding to International Election 
Systems Corp., the sutccssor of the 
Shoup firm. Kiupcr's specifications "in- 
eluded certain ambiguous terms under- 
stood only by the favored bidder, IES," 
sho said. 


IES wni the only qualified bidder at 


Monday's county board meeting with an 
$880.000 bid. Automatic Voting Machine 
Corp. of Jamestown, N.Y. was dis- 
auallflfd nftcr two $098.000 and $908,000 
hid* because the firm did not meet sped- 
flcnt'ons nnd did not Include a bid depos- 
it.

Officials of IES disputed the figures of 


Mrs. Flamm and Shoup In telephone in- 
terviews with the Herald yesterday. 


Although Mrs. Flamm talked of an 


$1,800 purchase price, Ronald Smiles, 
IES president since 1972, said the bid 
was $50 a machine below retail price. "I

The defective furnaces —

cause interior parts corrode or 
crack, 
allowing deadly 
carbon 


in o n o x i d c fumes to circulate 
through heating systems. 


The cause of the problem is com- 


plex and still not completely deter- 
mined. But what is known so far 
demonstrates that the gas industry 
;ih a whole has failed to enforce 
adequate standards of furnace pro- 
duction and installation. 


The unfortunate combination of 


in a s s-produccd 
furnaces 
being 


mass-installed by developers of 
huge subdivisions apparently has 
left many homeowners with unsafe 
heating systems. Experts say the 
problem is not limited to Elk 
Grove Village but is common in 
areas where "project-type" fur- 
naces have been installed by build- 
ers. 


Dig developers buy in volume 


and furnace manufacturers iiavc 
obliged them by offering bottom-of- 
thc-linc models that ore character- 
ized by "flimsy construction." in 
the words of one expert. 


"The manufacturer." he says, 


"is competing in a market place 
with other manufacturers 
who 


keep lowering the prices of equip- 
ment in order to be more com- 
petitive by cheapening the product. 
This simply forces all manufac- 
turers to do likewise." 


Central air conditioning systems, 


improper installations and the in- 
creasing use of corrosive house- 
hold aerosol products have com- 
pounded the problem of furnace 


TH« 
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short life for some crucial furnace 
parts. 


The furnace models found to be 


defective in Elk Grove were certi- 
fied as safe by the American Gas 
Assn., whose blue-star seal has 
been the assurance for both builder 
and buyer that the furnace will 
perform as expected. 


Like everyone else involved in 


the Elk Grove Village controversy, 
the AGA lias expressed concern 
but has shown no real indication so 
far that it plans to do anything to 
correct it. 


If manufacturers 
have no in- 


centive to build in quality, if build- 
ers have no incentive to pay Tor it, 
the consumer is left to suffer and 
perhaps suffocate with a faulty fur- 
nace. 


As the experience with the auto 


industry has proven, large manu- 
facturers can dictate their terms to 
the public, competing on price 
alone and not on safety. 


We believe* the federal govern- 


ment should set and continuously 
update construction standards for 
potentially-dangerous 
appliances 


such as gas furnaces. More re- 
search may be needed to build fur- 
naces that will perform safely for a 
reasonable length of time. If so, 
the government should also make 
sure that research is undertaken. 


Indeed, the situation in Elk 


Grove Village shows that in a 
pinch, no one can be counted on to 
stand up for the consumer. Village 
officials, aware of the problem for 
two years, kept it under their hats 
until* it was disclosed by The Her- 
ald. 


Among those who have also 


passed the buck arc the furnace 
manufacturer, the housing devel- 
oper, the furnace installer, the lo- 
cal gas company, the Federal 
Housing Administration, which in- 
spected the furnace installations, 
and the AGA. 


Federal product 
safety regu- 


lations, plus a more vigorous en- 
forcement of local codes, would 
help make those 
buck-passers 


more accountable.

WASHINGTON D.C. - Virtually unno- 


ticed In the mass of impeachment issues 
before the House Judiciary Committee Is 
the fact that President Nixon continues 
to refuse to answer important questions 
concerning his error-filled federal In- 
come tax returns. 


Those questions were first asked by the 


Joint Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation and go to the central question 
of Mr. Nixon's responsibility for or 
knowledge of fraud in his federal tax re- 
turns. 


Despite the Joint Committee's findings 


that Mr. Nixon owed an additional 
$476,432 in back taxes and interest and 
the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) col- 
lected only $13,000 In "negligence penal- 
tics," the central Issue has not been fi- 
nally resolved. 


To understand the Nixon tax problem, 


one must keep in mind these points: 


1. The Joint Committee's investigation 


was conducted without the authority to 
put witnesses under oath, within a sharp- 
ly defined four-month time frame and 
with the specific limitation that It 
should not attempt to determine whether 
fraud had been committed. 


2. President Nixon refused to respond 


to a scries of questions that would clarify 
his Intent, particularly with regard to the 
back-dating of legal papers transferring 
the gift of vice-presidential papers to the 
National Archives. 


3. The IRS investigators were unable 


to resolve the question of Mr. Nixon's 
culpability in the papers transfer despite 
overwhelming evidence that someone 
had m a d e basic material mis- 
representations as to the effective date of 
the papers' transfer of ownership.' 


4. Mr. Nixon and his tax lawyers' could 


have'contested the claim for $171,000 In 
back taxes for the year 1969 since it was 
outside the three-year statute of limita- 
tions which applies to tax cases involving 
Issues other than fraud. 


The IRS, with Commissioner Donald 


Alexander making all of the final deci- 
sions, concluded ithat collecting nearly 
one-half million dollars in back taxes, in- 
terest and "negligence penalties" was 
the best practical alternative when Mr. 
Nixon's refusal to answer questions 
made it Impossible to draw final con- 
clusions on his intent. 


While Mr. Nixon's tax affairs have 


been examined In depth by the House 
Judiciary Committee, the President has 
not yet answered basic questions on his 
relationship with Los Angeles tax lawyer 
Frank DeMarco, who admits that he 
backdated the deed for transfer of Mr. 
Nixon's vice-presidential papers. The 
deed was dated March 27, 1969, even 
though the actual date those papers were 
prepared was April 10, 1970. The tax law 
eliminating tax deductions for such gifts 
went into effect on July 25,1969. 


the White House has token the position 


that the IRS closing of the case without 
asserting 50 per cent civil fraud penalties 


"rebuts any suggestion of fraud on the 
part of the President." 


The White House makes no such claim 


for those who helped Mr. Nixon in the 
preparation of his Income tax returns 
and Attorney General William Saxbe has 
confirmed that an active investigation is 
In progress of possible fraud on the part 
of those who prepared Mr. Nixon's re- 
turns. 


The Joint Committee staff, the 


Judiciary Committee staff and IRS offi- 
cials find It difficult to believe that law- 
yers, accountants and appraisers would 
seek a questionable tax deduction for 
more than $500,000 without telling Mr. 
Nixon what problems and hazards they 
faced In making the deduction effective. 


U.S. Rep. Edward Mezvlnsky (D- 


Iowa), who has made an in-depth study 
of all ramifications of Mr. Nixon's tax 
matters, said he believes the evidence 
the Judiciary Committee has to date 
demonstrates the tax matter "has the 
possibility of being as significant as the 
President's role In the Watergate cover- 
up." 


"The Important thing is the extent of 


the President's knowledge of the mate- 
rial misrepresentations made with rela- 
tion to his tax returns," Mezvinsky said. 


"The President didn't answer the in- 


terrogatories sent to him by the Joint 
Committee and he has not answered the 
questions for the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice," Mezvinsky said. 


The Iowa Democrat said the questions 


are ones that would be asked of any oth- 


er taxpayer under the same or similar 
circumstances. 


An eight-count indictment of orchestra 


leader Skitch Henderson on July 2 point- 
ed up the seriousness with which the IRS 
regarded the backdating of his "gift" of 
musical scores to the University of Wis- 
consin. 


In that Instance, a federal grand jury 


In New York charged that Henderson 
backdated a memorandum to Jan. 12, 
1969, from some point In early 1970 to 
beat the July 25,1969 cutoff date on such 
gifts. 


The grand jury charged the actual do- 


nation was not completed until 1971, and 
that Henderson filed "false, forged, fic- 
titious, backdated and fraudulent docu- 
ments and statements" hi order to claim 
tax deductions on a gift he valued at 
$350,000. 


Physical delivery of Mr. Nixon's pa- 


pers to the National Archives took place 
in April of 1969 — well before the dead- 
line of July 25. But, the Joint Committee 
and the IRS already have ruled the back- 
dated deed showing Mr. Nixon's intent 
did not effectively meet the deadline. 


Although Mr. Nixon has proclaimed 


himself Innocent of fradulent Intent upon 
.1 number of occasions, he has refused to 
answer specific questions on his under- 
standing of the transfer and to the specif- 
ic authority and Instructions he had giv- 
en to his tax lawyer, DeMarco, add oth- 
ers.

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Postal service defends its record 


In your June 20 issue of The Herald, 


you published a column by Monica Perin 
about the U. S. Postal Service that was 
based on erroneous assumptions and 
false information previously published in 
The Washington Post. 


I would like briefly to set the record 


straight, as I'm sure you would not con- 
sciously mislead your readers. 


Your column picks up from Th« 


Washington Post the allegation that first 
class mail is deliberately delayed by 24 
hours. This simply is not true. 


The Post was apparently referring to 


the Managed Mall Program, a system by 
which manpower Is coordinated with the 
availability of transportation and the vol- 
ume of priority mail to achieve the most 
efficient production. There is not, nor has 
there ever been, any secrecy connected 
with this program. 


Listen patiently, say we're sorry, hang up! 


Postal customers want to know what 


kind of service they can expect. The best 
way to assure consistency is to control 
the variables. Through the Managed 
Mail 
Program, 
main 
transportation 


schedules and post office staffing are 
meshed to achieve such controls. 


Prior to development of a controlled 


system in 1969, first class mail was pro- 
cessed whenever It might happen to ar- 
rive at a post office, even though it could 
not be further processed or shipped for 
several more hours. The result was une- 
ven staffing, poor manpower utilization, 
uncontrolled mail flow and inconsistent 
service. 


Under the Managed Mall Program, 


these conditions have been greatly alle- 
viated by deferring the processing of 
non-priority mall by the smaller night 
work force, and having those employes 
concentrate on priority mall. This is 
quite the opposite from the description 
given In your editorial. 


The whole mall system is geared to the 


Managed Mall approach, so there Is no 
adverse service impact. 


You accept as fact the false charge of 


The Post that first class mall users are 
overcharged to pay part of the postage of 
third class mail. 


This conclusion by The Post was based 


upon a statement made by a Postal rate 
Commission staff member who said that 
in 1972 the cost of mailing a first class 
letter should have been reduced from 
eight cents to six cents. The reduced rev- 
enue should be made up by raising rates 
for direct mail advertising and the other 
non-preferential classes of mail, the staff 
member contended. 


This might sound attractive to some, 


but the numbers don't add. Further, the 
proposal was rejected by the very Postal 
Rate Commissioners for whom the staff 
member worked.

A two cent reduction in first class 


rates In 1972 would have reduced postal 
revenues by $1.2 billion. If rates for all 
commercial advertising were raised by 
20 per cent, total revenues would have 
been up by only $175 million In that year, 
if there had been no loss of volume — 
which there probably would have been, 
as advertisers shifted more of their 
budgets to "stuffers" such as those car- 
ried In many Sunday newspapers. 


A 20 cent Increase would also have lift- 


ed the minimum rate for advertising 
mail from five to six cents, the same as 
the reduced first class rate recommend- 
ed by the staffer. The result would have 
been to destroy third class mail as ad- 
vertisers switched to first class, which 
would give them preferred service. The 
Postal Service would thus lose the ad- 
vantage of working deferred mall during 
off-peak hours. 


The Postal Service's costing system 


shows that advertising mail is paying its 
own way. Its relative contribution to to- 
tal postal costs is. nearly as great as that 
for letter mail. Further, if the Postal 
Service suddenly lost its advertising mail 
volume, first class rates would have to 
be higher than they are today. 


Your editorial repeats The Post's con- 


tention that mail service is deteriorating. 
This is not true. 


Though we have not yet reached the 


plateau of consistently good service that 
we fully expect to achieve, the quality of 
service has increased by 5.5 per cent 
since the Postal Service took over oper- 
ation of the postal system three years

editorial comment. 


We welcome such inquiry and com- 


ment, and consider it in the public inter- 
est, so long as it is serious, fair and bal- 
anced. Public understanding is essential 
to the successful operation of the system. 


But, unfortunately, your recent column 


does not advance this understanding. 


I hope this letter has clarified some of 


the misunderstandings, and I trust you 
will, In turn, clarify them for your read- 
ers.

SPRINGFIELD. III. (UPI) -

though tho Illinois General Assembly 
passed a record $.".8 billion In spending 
bills during Its spring session, its most 
important actions of 1974 may have been 
changes it made In tho form of state 
budgeting. 


In many ways, the legislature provided 


more Input Into the budgeting process 
than It ever has in the past. And, In 
many instances, that Input changed long- 
standing traditions about how the state 
spends money and what it spends money 
for.

state's road fund were shifted this year 
to the General Revenue Fund. The sala- 
ries of traffic court judges and some sec- 
rotary of state's employes, cut-rate fare 
grants for transit firms and an undeter- 
mined number of other items fall into 
this category. The trend will leave mil- 
lions of extra dollars for road-building 
purposes but will place a strain on the 
GRF and, some lawmakers predict, will 
eventually force an increase in the sales 
or Income tax. 


• Revenue estimate. The legislature 


again failed to formally estimate the 
amount of revenue the state can expect 
during the fiscal year. Tho 1970 state 
constitution provides that the legislature 
shall make such an estimate and that It 
may not appropriate more money than It 
estimates Is available for spending. The 
provision has been ignored since tho con- 
stitution took effect in In 1970. 


• SCHOOL FUNDING. The General 


Assembly reinforced the commitment it 
made last year to move toward a 50 per 
cent state support level for public grade 
and high schools. Despite Walker's objec- 
tions, not one vote was cast in favor of 
his proposal to slow down the rate of in- 
crease in school aid. 


The source of some of those decisions 


remains unclear. Scott, of course, was 
behind the push to have himself named 
head of all state lawyers. And every law- 
maker, without exception, agreed on the 
school-funding issue. 


LEADERS IN both houses remain 


closcmouthed, though, when askedi who 
was behind the road-fund changes. Al- 
though much of that initiative came in 
the House, with bipartisan support, 
some senators allegedly were in on the 
fight during the session's closing days 


last week. 


Leaders on both sides of the aisle 


agreed on the need to line-item Walker's 
departmental budgets. 


"Diligent work by the Appropriations 


Committee has, we think, instilled some 
accountability Into the budget," House 
Speaker W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, 
said after the session adjourned. 


"At every opportunity, we attempted 


to maintain departmental flexibility in 
the operation of mandated programs, but 
we resisted all efforts to give any depart- 
ment carte blanche in the spending of 
state funds."

'Citizen's arrest' risky 


by JULIE MARTOCCIO 


Dear Attorney Marlocclo: 


I've never been In trouble before and 


I'm upset about what happened last 
week. 1 read your column and like it be- 
cause it's easy to read and I learn a lot 
so I wonder if you could help me? 


I was driving down tho street next to 


mine on my way home and stopped at 
the stop sign. I heard someone yell 
"stop" and the next thing I knew a po- 
liceman was explaining to mo that the 
boy standing next to him had called the 
police station and said he wanted to 
make a "citizen's arrest" because he 
said I hadn't stopped completely at the 
sign when I had passed it on my way out 
the first time. I guess they wore on their 
way to my house when they saw me be- 
cause this boy knows where I live. When 
we got to the police station, the officer 
told him politely that he was too young 
(17) to flic a complaint and he started to 
yell. The policeman said he shouldn't use 
such language and told me to go home. 


I HAVEN'T HEARD anything about It 


since, but I was plenty shook up. I never 
heard of this kind of arrest until it hap- 
pened to me that night. So what happens 
next? 


Teenage girl. P.S. Thank you. 
Dear Teenage Girl: 
Probably nothing. I really should quali- 


fy that statement and add "unless you 
wnnt to do .«nmn»hi««r" (which I will ex- 


plain later on). 


The young man was attempting to 


make a citizen's arrest for a mis- 
demeanor but failed. In law, as in every- 
thing else, a little knowledge is a dan- 
gerous thing! 


Theoretically, at least, a citizen of le- 


gal age has a right to make this kind of 
arrest if a person has committed a mis- 
demeanor In his or her presence. The ar- 
rest, however, must follow precise steps; 
otherwise the person doing the arresting 
will himself be In serious trouble. 


The facts you explained in your letter 


such as the police officer saying the boy 
could not have seen you from where he 
described he was standing, plus his 
swearing at you, and his not having any 
witnesses to prove his statement, ore, of 
course, all evidence against him. He was 
treading on dangerous grounds by his be- 
havior. 


EVEN IF A PERSON acts honestly, 


but mistakenly or without proof, he is 
himself open to a suit that might be filed 
against him for false arrest. The fact 
that he Is a minor might not excuse him 
cither. 


The laws on citizen's arrest vary from 


state to state. Some states require you to 
be certain that the crime for which you 
arc making a citizen's arrest is a felony. 


There have been some Interesting false 


arrest cases that may make this better 
understood. Suppose you see a person 
running out of a store with an object in 


his hand and you think he's a thief and 


he is not. If you grab him and hold him, 
you might be liable not only for criminal 
charges, but civil ones and damages as 
well. Since laws aren't all the same ev- 
erywhere and some acts are considered 
misdemeanors in one locality and felon- 
ies in others, a person would be running 
a risk, if he didn't know which was which 
and attempted to make a citizen's arrest. 


THE LAW DOESN-'T like to dis- 


courage citizens from doing their duties 
and exercising their rights, but it also 
has to guard against abuse of them. 
Spitting on tho street, or trespassing on 
property where one shouldn't, can be ex- 
tremely annoying. On the other hand can 
you imagine the scene if everyone took it 
upon himself to citizen arrest others ev- 
ery time a misdemeanor was com- 
mitted? (Of course, this attitude prevails 
only where no one is directly hurt by the 
act.)- 


I'm happy you asked the question and 


that you like my column. I am very in- 
terested In teenagers and welcome their 
questions.

The progress of women

Certainly. wo should all have cele- 


brated our nation's Independence Day on 
the fourth of July. But now \\o should 
also give some thought to the 126th anni- 
von.iry of another Declaration of Inde- 
pendence- the one signed July 19, 1848, 
.it the first Woman's Rights Convention. 
That Declaration, signed by 68 women 
nml H2 men at Seneca Falls. N. Y., 
marks the official beginning of the wom- 
en's rights movement. 


Modeled on our own Declaration of In- 


dependence, the Seneca Falls Declara- 
tion of Sentiments and Resolutions was 
written by Elizabeth Cady Slanton and 
Lucrctia Mott It makes Its plea for 
equality as a b.tslc and Inalienable hu- 
man right. It details 14 grievances of 
women nnd conclude«t with resolutions, 
including one "that It Is the duty of the 
women of this country to secure to them- 
selves their lacrcd right to the elective 
franchise " Another resolution states that 
"woman l« man's equal — vvni Intended 
to bo 10 by the Creator, and the highest 
Rood of the race demands that she should 
be recognized ni -such." 


Women, of course, gained the vote 


when the 19th amendment was declared 
ratified Aug. 20. 1920. But we're still 
working for other equal rights. Here, in 
honor of the Seneca Falls Declaration, is 
a random sampling of the progress of 
women In recent months. 


• More ami more women arc being 


elected to corporate boards of directors. 
One of the most recent U Shirley Temple 
Black, elected In May to the board of 
Walt Disney Productions. The first wom- 
an to achieve such membership, she is 
also a member of the board of Del Monte 
Corp. 
• New feminist businesses, ranging 


from crafts and publications to women's 
banks, arc springing up from coast to 
coast. The New Woman's Survival Cata- 
log, a directory of firms serving the fe- 
minist market, lists more than 500 such 
companies. 
• Women are holding more high-pay- 


ing jobs. A star example is adwoman 
Mary Wells Lawrence, chairman and 
chief executive officer of Wells. Rich, 
Greene, who earned a reported $410,595 
in salary and bonus In 1973. 


• Publications aimed at (he feminist 


market arc doing just fine, thank you. 
Ms. magazine went into the black less 
than a year after the first issue appeared 
in mid-1072, and profits arc said to have 
been steadily Improving. 


• In other media notes, United Press 


International In March designated Helen 
Thomas as senior White House reporter, 
making her the first woman to head the 
Presidential reporting team of a major 
news service. And another May news sto- 
ry announced that Charlotte Saikowski 
was to become the Christian Science 
Monitor's first woman chief editorial 
writer ns of June 1. 


• In education. Dr. Virginia Y. Trotter 


was nominated in April to bo assistant 
secretary for education at the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
• In politics, the May newsletter of the 


National Women's Political Caucus re- 
ported that 344 nomcn candidates had 
filed for national and slate offices in the 
10 states where filing dotes for the 1974 
prlmnrl««« hf.d closed. 


Also in May, President Nixon nomi- 


nated Francine Neff, a former New Mex- 
ico 
Republican national com- 


mittccwomon to be Treasurer of the 
United States, a post that has gone to a 
woman for many years. 


• Locally, Marilynn O'Rcgan, a 26- 


year veteran of the Chicago police de- 
partment, was appointed in April to be a 
deputy chief of traffic. Her $27,000 a year 
job Is the highest ever held by a woman 
on the 13,750 member force, and is be- 
lieved to be the highest position ever 
held by a policewoman in a metropolitan 
police department. 


In Chicago, too, the Chicago Jaycccs' 


list of 10 Outstanding Young Men Includ- 
ed women, becoming a list of 10 Out- 
standing Young Citizens. 


Though the proposed 27th amendment 


to the United States Constitution has yet 
to secure the necessary ratification, 
backers arc encouraged by the growing 
number of men joining the recently- 
formed 
Men for the Equal Rights 


Amendment. 


In another step toward equality, the 54- 


year-old League of Women Voters voted 
in May to give men full membership and 
equal rights. 


But perhaps the ultimate in equal 


rights came when Curtis Ezclle, a 52- 
year-old widower, was named this year's 
Mother of the Year by the Wauchula 
(Fla.) Herald-Advocate. As reported in 
Editor & Publisher, his daughter nomi- 
nated him for the job, citing all ho did 
for her and her brother and concluding, 
"I think my daddy would make an out- 
standing mother." The editor and pub- 
lisher agreed, saying that "any feminine 
objection to the choice of a man of the 
year shoud bo labeled as the ranting of 
female chauvinist pigs."

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Addiction 
to heroin a 
social evil?

Heroin addiction — a social disease? 
There arc psychological, sociological 


and economic factors In the Illegal use of 
drugs. There arc studies being done on 
the biochemistry of the users' brains to 
sec If there's any relationship there to 
the need to bo dependent on drugs. 


But Dr. Jacob Schut. n psychiatrist in 


charge of the Narcotic Rehabilitation 
Program In Philadelphia calls heroin ad- 
diction a contagious disease. He believes 
the two moit important factors arc peer 
Influence and proximity. "If you don't 
hove It In your neighborhood, it's diffi- 
cult to get," ho said. "Just as you havo 
to catch a cold from somebody, you have

to get heroin from somebody. The drug 
pusher — the person who sells Illegal 
drugs — Is underestimated. He, obvious- 
ly, is the one who puts the 'bug' or mi- 
crobe in contact with the person who 
gets tho disease." 


THERE ARE an estimated 500,000 per- 


sons In the United States dependent on 
heroin at any given time, Schut said. 
There arc 230.000 in New York City 
alone. The number of heroin iddicts or 
dependents Is determined by a guide that 
originated with tho medical examiner's 
office In New York City: for each death 
attributed to heroin, there arc 150 users. 
And, Schut said, there arc an estimated 
25 million people using all illegal drugs, 
Including marijuana. 


"There arc a number of programs 


Mng tried to help the drug user over- 
come his addiction," said Schut. "None 
are 100 per cent successful as far as total 
recovery for tho addict, so prevention 
would seem to be most Important. Coun- 
seling ultli former users under the guid- 
ance of a psychiatrist or psychologist 
seems to work In some instances. Moth- 
nrtnne maintenance, while cxtrcn cly con- 
troversial, is another popular treatment 
-cthod though I don't believe it is total 
•n-ntment. It's a useful tool, but It will 
"•ver work If It Is isolated from the 
traditional ways of modifying behavior, 
-•'ch ai counseling, psychoanalysis If 
needed, group psychotherapy, family In- 
"v-ntion, 
vocational 
rehabilitation, 


etc" 


•Methadone is a drug invented in Gcr- 


•nany during World War II to ameliorate, 
It Is believed, a shortage of opium. It 
was created as a pain killer and was 
mod after the war in the U.S. to detoxify 
addicts. It was discovered that if enough 
Tlhadonc was used. It would prevent an 
nddlct from getting high on a dose of 
heroin. Mcthadono also makes tho user 
high, but. unlike n dose of heroin lasting 
only a few hours, a dose of mcthadonc 
lasts up to 30 hours, thereby eliminating 
the almost constant need of tho addict to 
be looking for his next "fix" and allow- 
Ins him to work and live a fairly normal 
life. 


"MOST OF MY patients have been 


users for many, many years. They're all 
voluntary patients, have been on a wait- 
Ing list for up to two years and seldom 
drop out of the program, especially tho 
older ones over 30," said Schut. "In tho 
meantime — and this Is not based on 
scientific evidence but on my personal 
feeling — the Illegal uso of drugs Is 
steadily increasing. 


• 
"It seems everybody Ukcs a 'high* In 


one form or another. It may be from a 
cocktail, an X-rntcd movie, a book or a 
pill. Our children sec us drinking our 
martinis at the end of a hard day, then 
naturally turn around and say, 'Why not 
let me experiment with my drugs. You 
havo your own ' The most Important dif- 
ference. I feel, between their drugs and 
alcohol is tho legality. 


"Also. I feel that marijuana should l» 


legalized — for sale to adults, of course, 
just like cigarcts and alcohol. At this 
lime marijuana has not been proven that 
harmful. And it is no longer felt that 
marijuana leads to the use of harder 
drugs. The addict usually is still using 
the first drug he became dependent on 
rather than progressing from soft drugs 
to harder drugs. Heavy alcohol abuse 
leads to hard drug use much more often 
than marijuana," said Schut.

Automobiles aren't Ford's only business

DETROIT — The Ford Motor Co., but 


known as the nation's No. 2 automaker, 
also is the llth largest producer of steel 
in the United Slates. 


At a time when the steel supply Is In a 


tight sittn'lon Ford la In the midst of a 
1150 million expansion and modernization 
program that will Increase Its annual 
raw steclmaklng capacity by three-quar- 
ter!! of a million tons. 


At (he giant Rougo manufacturing 


complex In suburban Dearborn, the dis- 
tance between piles of raw materials and 
the flinl car assembly line Is a scant city 
block. The Ford Steel Division provides 
hnlf of Ford's steel requirement*. 


IN LATE JUNE, Ford officially in- 


augur-'ted n new hot strip steel mill, the 
first built in the United States since 1S70 
and n replacement for the one that has 
been operating continuously at the Rouge 
since 1035. 


The new mill lakes 10-Inch thick Heel 


slabs up to 32 feet long and weighing up 
to 25 tons, heats them to 2,300 degrees 
and then redttcei the thickness to one- 
tenth of on inch before rolling them into 
colls that would stretch 2,850 feet If un- 
wound. 


The steel division's cold reducing and 


temper mills provide the desired finished 
surface depending on whether the steel is

earmarked for inside or outside body 
parts. From these coils are stamped the 
hoods, doors, frames and many other 
parts that are combined to create Ford 
can, trucks and tractors. 


GEORGE A. FERRIS, general man- 


ager of the steel division, said Ford's 
steel expansion program is rearing com- 
pletion at a time when "the steel supply 
situation Is very tight and major in 
dlcators point to a continuation of that 
condition for some time." 


"In the United States, it Is projected 


that an additional 25 to 30 million tons of 
raw steel capacity will be required by 
1980, an Increase of nearly 20 per cent," 
Ferris said In a recent Interview. 


"The steel shortage fa not confined to 


tills country," Ferris said. "It is proj- 
ected that on increase in worldwide raw 
steel capacity by as much as one-third 
will be required over the same time peri- 
od." 


Ford Steel Division's major customer 


is the automaker, but when auto produc- 
tion drops and steel demand remains 
high in other industries, Ford sells its 
steel on the open market. The auto com- 
pany entered the steel business in 1919 as 
port of the late Henry Ford's concept of 
processing raw materials that go into 
auto production on the same grounds 
where finished cars arc produced. 


TO ACCOMPLISH this task, Ford op- 


erates extensive raw material reserves 
and mining properties in Kentucky, Min- 
nesota and Michigan. The low-grade 
taconlte ore that is a prime ingredient of 
steel comes from Minnesota's Mesnbl 
Range. 


The taconlte Is processed into pellets 


and transported, along with limestone 
and coal, to the Rouge by Ford's fleet of 
five ore carriers. From 1.5-million ton 
storage bins, the materials are weighed 
and mixed for the blast furnace where 
high-quality liquid steel is made an3 
formed into 25-ton Ingots.

Northwest reports highest earnings 


Solos and cunnings for the second quar- 


ter and first half were the highest for 
any quarter and six-month period in its 
history. Northwest Industries Inc., an- 
nounced Tuesday. 


Net earnings for the second quarter 


were 121.4 million, or 39 per cent higher 
than for the corresponding period in 1873. 


Sales were 1266 million, up 32.1 per cent 
over the $201 million a year earlier. 


Earnings for the six month period were 


$35.9 million, an increase of 34.7 per cent 
over the 1973 half-year period, and sales 
were $507.6 million compared with $370 
in 1973. 


Second quarter earnings rose 42.1 per 


cent to $1.18, compared with 83 cents in 


1973. Six months earnings per share were 
$1.97, up 37.8 per cent from $1.43 in the 
first half of 1973. 


Northwest Industries is the former par- 


ent loripony of the Chicago and Nort 
Western Railway Co. In June, 1972, the 
employe-owned Chicago and North West- 
ern Transportation Co. acquired the as- 
sets of the railway. 


FTC charges Bar den with juice monopoly 


The Federal Trade Commission Issued 


a complaint alleging that Borden Inc., 
277 Park Avc., New York City, is Illegal- 
ly monopolizing the reconstituted lemon 
juice Industry. The matter is being han- 
dled by the Commission's regional office 
in Chicago. 


The complaint alleges that Borden 


dominates this Industry, with its "ReaLe- 
mon" brand accounting for 90 per cent of 
the $25 million market In 1972 and 80 per 
cent in 1973. The next largest firm ac- 
counted for 6 per cent of the market in 
1972 and 12 per cent in 1973. Borden's 


sales of all products exceeded $2 billion 
in 1972. 


Borden allegedly has used Its dominant 


position, size and economic power to 
frustrate the growth of smaller reconsti- 
tuted lemon Juice processors and dis- 
tributors; to reduce their opportunities 
for business survival and to lessen com- 
petition. 


Specifically, the complaint alleges, 


since at least 1965 Borden has used the 
following unfair practices in maintaining 
monopoly power and a noncompetitive 
market structure in the distribution and 


sole of reconstituted lemon Juice: grant- 
ing selective price reductions; selling 
"RoaLemon" below its cost or at unrea- 
sonably low prices; granting selective 
promotional allowances or concessions. 


The FTC charged that the firm's pro- 


motion of ReaLemon erected barriers in 
the marketplace. 


The FTC complaint asks that Borden 


divest itself of the related plants to form 
a new corporate manufacturer. The com- 
mission seeks an injunction to restrain 
Borden from making sales below cost. 
The company may file an answer to the 
complaint until Aug. 3. 


Groups rap rail freight-rate increase 


The 10 per cent boost In rail freight 


rates recently approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will mean higher 
prices for supermarket items as well as 
other consumer and industrial goods, ac- 
cording to the Illinois Agricultural AMD. 
The IAA Joined the FS Services In its 
criticism of increased rail freight rates. 
The FS Services cooperative supplies 
some 300,000 farmers in Illinois, Iowa 
and Wisconsin,. 


"Virtually every segment of Uw econo- 


my will face higher costs as a result of 
the 10 per cent boost in freight rates ap- 
proved by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, effective June 20," the IAA 
said. "And that means the costs of mov- 
ing products from the manufacturer or 
processor to the consumer trill go up, 
too. Tho freight rate hike undoubtedly 
will mean higher prices for supermarket 
items, as well as fertilizer, coal, grains, 
newsprint, and manufactured goods — 
anything that moves by rail." 


The form supply cooperative submitted 


a verified statement to the ICC showing 
that the 10 per cent freight rate increase 
would add more than $3 million annually 
to the costs of shipping phosphate and 
potash alone, to say nothing of the many 
other farm supply products that move by 
rail. 
The ro'o |npre»«c was said to be the 


largest Increase sought by the railroads 
since World War II. It Is estimated that 
the Increase will add $1.5 billion in reve- 
nues for the railroads. In Its testimony. 
FS Services noted that it was the ICC 
chairman himself, George M. Stafford, 
who had warned Congress of possible 
transport control by conglomerate bold- 
Ing companies, 


"The bright spot in the recent IOC rate 


ruling was that it directed the railroads 
to use revenue produced by the increase 
to buy new equipment or use it for de- 
ferred maintenance on existing tracks 
and equipment. The ICC also said the 


funds could be used for any increased 
material and supply costs other than 
fuel," said IAA.

Due to lack of available money 
Higher rates won't open 
home loan floodgates now 


by LEA TONKIN 


Home buyers, don't expect the new 9.5 per cent celling on 


mortgage loan rates in Illinois to open the floodgates for high- 
cost money. 


A spotcheck of Northwest suburban savings and loan asso- 


ciations Indicates available money is reduced to a trickle by 
savings withdrawals at the institutions. In the meantime, cus- 
tomers who have connections with thrift institutions, or realty 
brokers or builders with access fo funds — and a large down- 
payment — will have first claim on mortgage funds. 


The bill signed by Gov. Daniel Walker last weekend in- 


creases the maximum allowable rates on home mortgages 
(usury limit) from B to 9.5 per cent. The one-year measure is 
designed to encourage lending Institutions to make more 
mortgage money available. 


"IT ISN'T GOING to open the floodgates, due to the fact 


that our savings picture is not the brightest," said Jack 
Clark, vice president In the lending division of Arlington 
Heights Federal Savings and Loan Assn., Arlington Heights, 
of the bill. Clark said the higher rates could mean additional 
funds for home loans next fall or later in the year, If savings 
inflows improve. 


"We're making loans to (present) customers only, at 9.4 


per cent plus 3 points for 30 years," said Clark. A point Is one 
per cent of the mortgage amount. The new usury ceiling 
measure provides that there is no penalty for prepayment on 
a loan made at the higher rates if It is refinanced within one 
year, said Clark. 


James Fitzmaurice, senior vice president of First Federal 


Savings and Loan Assn. of Chicago, said the new usury cell- 
Ing "doesn't begin to solve the other problem: supply. First 
Federal which has a Mount Prospect branch is the state's 
largest S&L. Despite a two-month decline in savings Inflows, 
Fitzmaurice hopes for an improvement by the fourth quarter 
of the year. 


Mortgage loans are considered "only to established custom- 


ers, with 50 per cent down," said Fitzmaurice. A 9 per cent 
rate, plus two points and a $35,000 maximum loan amount are 
the conditions. Loans amounts have averaged $38,000 to 
$40,000 in the Chicago area, he added. The "unusually pent-up 
demand among buyers who are unable to obtain mortgage 
loans," will prompt buyers to seek the higher price funds, 
Fitzmaurice said. 


AT THE SCHAUMBURG branch of Damen Savings, man- 


ager Mary Beth Pcronsky said a decision will be made this 
week about new loan rates. The loans will be limited to pre- 
sent savers, likely in the 9 to 9 25 per cent plus 3 points range, 
she said. 


Marge Klep of the mortgage dept. at Palatine Savings and 


Loan Assn. In Palatine said, "We're committed until Octo- 


ber." At that time loans will be made only to present custom- 
ers. The current rates will probably be in the range of 9.25 
per cent plus 3 points, she said. 


At First Federal Savings and Loan Assn. in Des Plaines, a 


spokesman said a decision on rate changes will be made this 
week. The association has been granting loans to customers 
in the Des Plaines area with a 40 per cent down payment. 


"WE'RE NOT MAKING any commitments or taking any 


new applications for at least six weeks," said a spokesman 
for another Northwest suburban S&L. The relatively small 
amount of available funds are borrowed from the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board at the rate of 8.75 per cent to 10 625 
per cent, said the spokesman. Repayments from existing 
loans are used to repay the FHLB. 


The new usury ceiling could bring added funds for home 


financing to Illinois in the last quarter of the year, said War- 
ren Pursell, executovc of the Illinois Savings and Loan 
League. "I think it's going to free up three quarters to one 
billion dollars," he said, citing repayment on loan portfolios. 
Lending activity in the housing market Is down 25 per cent 
from 1973 levels, said Pursell, who hopes that savings inflows 
will Increase to overcome this shortage of available funds. 
The proposed offering of high interest 15-year notes by Citi- 
corp Bank Holding Co. in New York is another variable in the 
market, he adds. 


Phone rate hearings go on 


Public hearings will resume before the Illinois Commerce 


Commission In Springfield today on Illinob Bell Telephone 
Co.'s proposed "cost and efficiency" rate-adjustment plan. 
The proposal, which would allow the utility to adjust service 
rates on a monthly basis, is opposed by Independent Voters of 
Illinois. 


Heanngs also are slated for July 25-26 and Aug. 1-2 in 


Chicago at the State of Illinois Building, 19th floor. Sept. 3-6 
hearings in Springfield on the Illinois Bell proposals- arc also 
scheduled. All hearings begin at 10 a.m. 


Tom Denmark, Illinois Bell's assistant vice president, reve- 


nue requirements, said the cost and efficiency formula would 
allow the utility to increase service rates only if operating 
efficiency is improved. The aim of the new rate structure is 
to "protect our ability to do the kind of job we have to do," 
he said of quality service. The current rate of inflation and 
efficiency could point to a 3 cent per month increase in cus- 
tomer bills, under the proposed system. The ICC allows a 
celling of QV: per cent return on investment. Illinois Bell 
seeks a 9 per cent limit.

Precarious perch 


Commuters on Soo Line? 


Suppose there were commuter service 


during a.m. and p.m. rush hours on the 
Soo Line track between 'Antioch or Mun- 
delein'and the Duvall Tower junction 
with the North Western west of Des 
Flames, where passengers could transfer 
to the C&NW Ry. Suppose there were 
minibus service from Long Grove,.Lin- 
colnshire, Vernon Hills, Buffalo Grove, 
and so on to depots at Mundelein, Vernon 
Hills, Prairie View, and Wheeling. What 
impact would this have on the other 
commuter lines and how would it affect 
development of the Vernon area? 


, For one thing, it is possible. Because the 
North Western controls the Duvall Tow- 
er, the Soo Line does not operate freight 
trains in our area during the rush hour, 
so the single track is available, for com- 
muter service. Convenient minibus ser- 
vice might help conserve fuel, bring 
about a substantial reduction in multiple- 
car ownership, and enable the elderly to 
continue living in the area because of the 
convenience of public transportation. 
. The development of a public trans- 
portation plan for the area might also 
save hundreds of thousands, if not mil- 
lions, of taxpayer dollars that would 
have to be devoted otherwise to the de- 
velopment and maintenance of scores of 
miles of highways, roads, streets, and 
bridges. These would be necessary for 
vehicular transportation as the area de- 
velops unless there is a mass transit sys- 
tem that meets the public's needs. The 
lattice of concrete and asphalt can ac- 
tually accelerate development. 


Unfortunately, so can a convenient 


bus-and-railway transit system. NIPC 
(Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion) studies currently do not call for

Bank work? Briefly, the company seek- 
ing to do business with the foreign coun- 
try will send a representative to that 
country. The representative has an easy 
time selling his product because he can 
virtually guarantee that the purchaser 
can get a long term loan from the U. S. 
Government. Back in the states, the 
company representative can make all 
the arrangements for the loan through 
his local bank. The local bank contacts 
the Export Import Bank, and almost im- 
mediately the local bank Is credited for 
the full amount of the loan. The seller 


receives his cash even before he ships 
the product. The purchaser is given a 16 
year grace perfod before he even makes 
his first payment, and when the time 
comes to make that first payment he will 
probably toll the bank and the United 
States to go to hell. The taxpayer, of 
course, as many times before, will pay 
the bill.

2,000 American businessmen were In

Exerciser may help varicose veins 


I have always wnntcil to huy a home 


bicycle rtrrclsrr. This thought Is nluny* 
up there In my head, lint, I don't know If 
It It beneficial or harmful to me. 


I have the puffy varicose vein* on my 


IrRs. They arc the superficial kind you 
cnn Me and are not really bad. I dnn't 
have pain with them. 


Can n home bicycle exerciser he harm- 


ful to someone who has varicose veins 
such as I have? What benefits to help 
keep trim oh what part of the body can I 
expect? I never go a day without my 
support hose. 


A home bicycle exerciser should not bo 


as harmful ns standing or walking. Tlio 
veins stand out in the leg because of the 
Influence of gravity. As you hnvc no- 
ticed, they disappear when you lie down 
or elevate your legs enough. 


While peddling the bicycle you actually 


shorten the distance between the anklo 
and the heart with each cycle. And, the 
leg Li not straight down as It Is in walk- 
ing. If you wear your support hose when 
cycling you may even get some pumping 
action or massage effect to move the 
blood out of the veins and toward the 
heart. So, I would think a person with the 
limited problem you describe could use a 
bicycle exerciser without any difficulty. 


A homo bicycle exerciser or stationary 


bicycle can be used very effectively to 
provide exercise. You will hnvc to do 
quite a bit of cycling just as you have to 
do a lot of walking to use up the calorics 
In a single pound of fat. But again, like 
walking. If you do It regularly every day 
it will help. By the end of the year you 
will have used a lot of calorics. The key 
Is to do It every day and not just for a 
few days. 


YOU SHOULD think of it as having the 


same effects as walking or jogging. Its 
effect on Retting rid of fat is mostly on 
the total picture of using calorics. It has 
no slimming effect on any particular 
part of your body, but It has a general 
effect. Also, it has good effects In helping 
to promote the circulation and when used 
properly and regularly it might hnvc 
some benefit in helping to prevent heart 
attacks. 


A good place to use the indoor bicycle 


Is right In front of the television set. You 
can peddln while watching your favorite 
program. That way tho television time 
cnn be converted to an exercise period 
and believe me a lot of people need to 
make that change. 


You have to use the stationary bicycle 


sensibly just as you do other forms of 
exercise. That means you start at a low 
level and then slowly increase tho 
amount you do. You cnn nlso gradually 
l-rvcasc tin tension on the wheel to In- 
c-casc the work you do. The stronger the 
t-milon. though, the more you will be In- 
clined to develop large thigh muscles.

the bicycle at a tension you can manage 
easily, then don't try to peddle too fast. 
Tills will permit you to peddle longer at 
a time rather than a short period of in- 
tense work. Eventually you might make 
It through a whole TV program that way.

The chest pains are gone and they've 


told you that you've survived your heart • 
attack. 


That's fine, but it 'doesn't pay the bills 


or look after the business. The future 
looks like six months propped up in a 
chair, staring at the tube, as a cardiac 
invalid. 


A Philippine-born doctor 
says 
it 


doesn't have to be that way. Dr. Noel D. 
Nequin is making strides in convincing 
people In the Chicago area that heart at- 
tack patients can and should exercise, as 
soon as they can, to eliminate the debili- 
tating effects of too much bed rest. 


By following a well supervised, pro- 


gressive program of activity, most heart 
patients now can return to work within 
eight to 12 weeks Instead of observing 
what was once a "mandatory six months 
off," Nequin said In an Interview. 


Nequin, 36, a native of Iloilo City in the 


Philippines, Is an Internist and director 
of the Cardiac Reconditioning and Re- 
habilitation Unit at Swedish Covenant 
Hospital on Chicago's North Side. 


C O N V I N C E D that heart attack 


"patients don't necessarily have to be in- 
valids," Nequin said he visited a re 
habilltatlon center in Denver, Colo., In 
1971 and returned to persuade the admin- 
istration at Swedish Covenant to estab- 
lish the first such facility in the Midwest. 


"First of all, your own physician will 


have to stabilize your condition to where 
you arc through with pain," Nequin said. 
"Then my unit takes over." 


Exercise begins simply with spending 


more time In a chair than in bed and 
times a day and climbing a flight of 
moves forward to where, within 10 days, 
patients may be striding 400 feet thrco 
stairs. 


Once released from the hospital after 


an average Wt to 3 weeks, the patients 
begin an eight-week course in which 
they return to the hospital three times a 
week for calisthenics and workouts on 
wall weights, steps and stationary bi- 
cycles. 


NEXT COME 12 weeks of walking, jog- 


ging and "YMCA-type exercises" at the 
Loaning Tower YMCA in Niles, followed 
by a continuing "maintenance program" 
of regular exercising under Nequin's su- 
pervision. Periodic "stress tests" on a 
treadmill provide determination of prog- 
ress and recvaluatlon. 


Nequin believes the program benefits 


the patient psychologically almost as 
much as physically.' ' 


The prospect of a slow, long term re- 


covery or even worse, the life of an in- 
valid, is a shocker to most heart attack 
vfctlms. 


"After the attack there is some loss of 


function, you lose your person," he said, 
"All of a sudden this superman who sup- 
ported his family is down. A whole lot of 
fears will occur." 


Nequin's program is designed to re- 


move the psychological barriers and 
"not only to put years in your life, but 
also, life In those years."

Backgammon 
Good opening moves 
keep you in race

(Third of a Series) 


Backgammon is a racing game. You try to run your men 


around the board and into your homo table so you can start 
bearing them off. At all times you have a wide choice of how 
to play the numbers on the dice. Experience determines 
whether you make a point, hit a blot, or run with a man. For 
the beginning player, it is helpful to list the recommended 
opening moves. 


Note in our diagram we have numbered the points 1-12 for 


both Black (above) and White (below). The broken lino in- 
dicates the direction of movement of White's men.

'Made in Japan9 label has new meaning for motorcycle lovers

The huge success enjoyed by American 


motorcycle tourism, built upon millions 
of Japanese dollars, began about IS 
years ago when Honda decided it had all 
the nicest people. 


Hats off to the English and Italians, 


and the old Indian blko lovers, but let's 
face It, the Japanese really got these 
wheels rolling beneath American youth. 


Since the early 1960s, oil Honda has 


had Is a majority of the market while 
others, like Kawasaki, promise to keep 
your good times rolling. Yamaha makes 
the simple, unassuming pledge that 
someday, you'll own one. 


More than six million Americans own 


motorcycle*. At least that many more 
hntc entertained romance ullli a bike. 


Why, we're even coaxed Into thinking 


that nobody should drive a car, ride the 
train or take a bus to work. Ride a mo- 
tor-sickle! Oddly, those commercials 
make no mention of the months called 
winter. 


Cycling looks like a gem business In- 


vestment. Orders flow. Is there a kid In 
the country who doesn't want a mo- 
torcycle? 


So, then . . . isn't It one helluva note 


that motorcycling doesn't have PSA to 
kick around anymore? 


You might remember the USA 830. A 


rugged bike. Tough, fml. very male. Out 
there Is no more USA. The company has 
folded anil ullli It, one of biking's tradi- 
tional name* Is laid to rest In a swoon of 
rirhlU and credits. 


The motorcycle industry, accelerating 


just one >car ago with all kinds of signs 
for more growth, Is a sick bird today. It 
has fallen prey to labor strikes, part 
shortages, import taxes and currency 
revaluations. 


Dealers have brochures. They don't 


have bikes, especially the big cruisers, 
regardless of brand. And the ones 
they've got carry price tags which 
boggle the mind and scar the wallet. 


The dealers moan: 
"People want bikes now because they 


knot* In n month, even If they are avail- 
able, they'll probably cost more. It's not 
Just motorcycle*. It's everything," says 
Hurt Myers, manager of Trl-Star Cycles, 
n Kawnink! dealership. In Crystal Lake. 


Kawasaki's headline maker the past 


two seasons has been its OO.Icc double 
overhead cam four-stroke. "The Kawa- 
saki Z-t 000 Is the fastest street legal pro- 
duction motorcycle in the world, with a 
top speed about twice the limit you 
should ever go," 
the manufacturer 


claims. 


But you couldn't get one at Trl-Star 


during June. That's because Kawasaki 
couldn't provide the Z-l 000 to Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and parts of Iowa. 
Orders were returned: "Out of stock."

many. We probably could have sold 15 or 
20." 


Dealers for Harley Davidson, Amer- 


ica's sole major builder, were having few 
supply problems until six weeks ago 
when their Milwaukee plant went' on 
strike. There's no telling when that labor 
dispute will end. 


"Who knows?" offered Werner Som- 


mere, manager of Lake Shore Harley 
Davidson In Palatine. "They're not fool- 
ing around with some rinky-dink union. 
They're dealing with the United Auto 
Workers." 


Sommers had seven XL-l.OOOs in his 


showroom and two of its biggest "Harley 
74" road machine, one new, one used. He 
sells about 200 bikes annually. "Harley 
has always been limited production as 
far as the big bikes which are all that's 
made In this country," Sommers said. 
"There was no problem before the 
strike." 


Other plants have shut down, also. 


Kawasaki closed for six weeks and Hon- 
da for three in Japan. "There's a short- 
age of bikes not because they can't be 
manufactured but because they couldn't 
get related parts," said Sylvia Mark, 


owner of Mark's Cycle Sales, a Honda 
dealership, in Woodstock. 


"We ran out of tires this year. Bat- 


teries couldn't be supplied to manufac- 
turers. We couldn't get them retail for 
over the counter for a long time. We've 
got them now." 


Last year, Mark's sold 1,200 mo- 


torcycles. Their allotment for the current 
season is only 700. Next year, who 
knows? 


This is one crisis nobody predicted. To 


a man (or woman), dealers interviewed 
said they had anticipated no bike short- 
age this season. They're up in the air 
about availability of 1975 models. But 
they all agree the prices will continue 
going up. 


Bikes aren't depreciating; they're ap- 


preciating! Most models are bringing 
more at one year old than they cost new! 


Kawasaki's had five price Increases 


this year. Honda made four. Most Japa- 
nese bikes arc 20 per cent higher than 
last season. Lcmmc expects another 10 
per cent hike on' 1975 models. Harley 
went up about 10 per cent over last sea- 
son. 


"Kawasaki, Honda and Yamaha have

really been hit bad," said one manager. 
"People are getting tired of eating rice 
over there. I wouldn't especially want 
you to put it in the paper like that, but 
it's true." 


What to do? Perhaps Kawasaki has a 


partial answer. They're the first Japa- 
nese builder to invest. . . and how, $23 
million . . . in an American factory. 
"This is the biggest thing to happen in 
years," said Myers of Tri-Star. "All the 
others have talked about it for 10 years. 
Kawasaki was the first to do it. It's an 
i m p o r t a n t step toward stabilizing 
prices." 


Motorcycle trends are open to ques- 


tion. However, the Japanese, behind 
Honda, Yamaha, Kawasaki and Suzuki, 
are more than solid in the American 
market. They're running the show! 


Mark, of Mark's Cycle Sales, even pre- 


dicts, "Within two years, you'll sec no 
English bikes at all. If you do, it'll be 
just a trickle." Lemmc, who deals 
Triumphs when he can get them, doesn't 
agree. But, don't forget the BSA! 


Inflation has hit the industry where it 


hurts the most — in the wallets of young 
people who don't have big money but 
want big bikes. Possibly, you'll be seeing 
more medium sized bikes, In the 350cc to 
SOOcc range, than larger models, at least 
until prices stabilize. 


There's an excitement about winding 


into a curve or taking a hill that can't be 
answered in an automobile. Prices are 
up and supply is down, but until those 
curves are pulled straight and hills 
scraped flat, look out, here come the 
bikes!

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A variety of styles and fabrics to choose from 
Camping comfort starts in a sleeping bag

There is nothing that takes the fun out 


of a camping trip faster than cold, shi- 
vering, sleepless nights. 


This, of course, b a direct reflection on 


a sleeping bag, perhaps tho camper's 
best friend once the sun sets. But tho 
rectangular or mummy-shaped "bed" 
can as easily be tho villain on a trip by 
providing discomfort. 


Campers may be fooled by tho Ideal 


nocturnal conditions that have prevailed 
over the past month or so. With tempera- 
tures dropping only Into tho 70's or high 
CD's, less than adequate equipment may 
bo tho choice of impulsive buyers. 


Great can should be taken In this re- 


gard. There are over 100 itylet of sleep- 
ing bags to confuse the uninformed 
camper and at least that many promises 
on the tags of the bags. 


For those who are making a camping 


trip once in a lifetime on a one night 
stand, the bare essentials in a $6 sleeping 
bag may fin the bill. 


Repeated use of the bed, though, re- 


quires strength and stamina from the 
sleeping bag material. Some of (he better 
models cost over $100. 


Basically, the function of a sleeping 


bag is to keep the body warm end dry. 
This is accomplished by the lining — a 
layer of air-filled insulation near die

There are several ways to catalyze the 


warmth factor In a sleeping bag. The 
first Is to dress warmly before entering 
the bag. Every part of your body that is 
exposed to the elements is defeating the 
purpose of the bag. 


Secondly, eat well before you retire. 


Your body's metabolic rate is trans- 
formed into energy and released as heat. 


And finally, maneuver the site of your 


bag so that it is protected from the wind 
and rain. Sleeping bags are water repel- 
lent, but not waterproof. 


A sleeping bag must breathe in order 


for moisture (in some cases produced by 
sweating) to dissipate. If moisture is 
allowed to build, cold will inevitably fol- 
low. 


So while insulation is designed to re- 


tain body heat, it also must act as a hu- 
midifier that will properly dispose of 
moisture naturally expelled by the body. 


There are several Insulating materials 


to choose from ... all of them having 
their advantages. The best theory to base 
your selection on is to plan to buy one 
which is rated at least 10 degrees warm- 
er than the coldest temperature you ex- 
pect to encounter.

Perhaps one of the biggest deceptions 


that campers swallow is the rating given 
for each bag. Some bags are ranked for 
overall weight. 


A three-pound bag doesn't mean that

there is three pounds of insulation. Ask 
the salesman what the actual weight of 
insulation is before putting your money 
down. 


Also remember that three pounds of in- 


sulation material does not guarantee the 
same warmth in every bag. The in- 
sulaton would be spread thinner in an 
extra large 85-by-34 inch bag than a chil- 
dren's 67-by-34-inch bed. 


Pound for pound, nothing compares 


with prime northern goose down for both 
warmth and dissipation of body mois- 
ture. Carefully processed duck down and 
crushed feathers probably rate as second 
choices. 


Down supplies the most warmth for the 


least weight and in thermal conductivity 
tests and their relative insulating values, 
goose down was rated 100 per cent to 85 
for duck down and crushed feathers. 


Both have the ability to instantly 


spring back to the original soft thickness 
and depth after being compressed. So 
naturally, they are in the most expensive 
price range. 


There are also some convincing re- 


ports on Dacron and Terylene which are 
rated as 75's in thermal conductivity and 


insulating value. 


One distributor says that five pounds of 


dacron fibrefill yields as much insulation 
as four pounds of goose down. Merely 
comparing these two figures makes it ap- 
pear that dacron fibrefill must be nearly 
equal to down In warmth. 


From a percentage point of view, 


though, the pound more of dacron fibre- 
fill means an increase of 25 per cent in 
weight for the same insulation protec- 
tion. 


As a rule of thumb, it is better to fig- 


ure on one and one-third ounces of dac- 
ron fibrefill to equal one ounce of goose 
down. 


Dacron, however, is gaining popularity 


in the pocketbook. 


It boasts many of the qualities of goose 


down, only to a lesser degree. Other ma- 
terial and synthetics drop below 50 per 
cent in the thermal conductivity and in- 
sulating value gauge. 


The least expensive sleeping bags de- 


pend on kapok or cotton batting for in- 
sulation. Less effective in severe weather 
changes and likely to lose their shape 
and bounce over a long period of time, 
they are still a fundamentally sound sub- 
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stltute until you know exactly what 
you're looking for. 


External covers depend on where and 


when you're camping. Heavy army duck 
is ideal if weight is not a factor. Back- 
packers would probably prefer light ny- 
lon while army twill, poplin, cotton bal- 
loon cloth and oxford cloth all have their 
merits. 


Extra comfort and protection may be 


generated by warming a sleeping bag 
next to a campfire before retiring. Some 
bags have rubbcrt bottoms for insulation 
against the ground, but lose their value 
at a drycleaner. A separate ground cloth 
or even newspapers may best serve that 
purpose. 


Finally, before buying a sleeping bag, 


check the craftsmanship — the stitching, 
the zipper and protective flap. Remem- 
ber, you're only going to get what you 
pay for... nothing more, nothing less.

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Musky fishermen enjoy weekend bonanza in Wisconsin 


Among the "super" fish taken during a 


superb week of fishing throughout most 
of Wisconsin last week, was the -1 Mi- 
pound, 17-Inch smallmouth bass caught 
out of Lake Kegonsa In Dane County. 


Kegonsa Is a big, nearly 3,000 aero 


lake that runs to depths of 30 feet and 
more with gin-clear water that holds an 
assortment of all the state's game fish 
except musky. 


Just southeast of Madison, it's a par- 


ticularly excellent place for the dedi- 
cated panflshorman and, obviously, a 
pretty good spot for smallmouth anglers. 


Although you can take smallmouth In 


most Wisconsin waters on a variety of 
jigs and lures, the most consistent bait Is 
a soft-shelled crab. The above fish took a 
crab, slightly weighted, on an ultra-light 
outfit. 


Cnnilderlng the combination of ultra- 


light equipment and tbe normal ferocity 
of a hooked smallmouth, It had to be 
some kind of battle for the Madison 
youth who caught It. 


Elsewhere In Wisconsin, the fishing 


was very good, Including the Hayward 
area, whore the musklcs were Ignoring 
the warm weather and hitting like it was 
early fall. With water levels back to nor- 


mal In the Woodruff area, musky fishing 


was also good. 


A SW-inch, 35-pound musky was taken 


from Gllmoro Lake in Onclda County and 
a 49-Inch, Sift-pounder was taken from 
Kawagucsago Lake. Mercer Lake gave 
up a 45-inch, 21-pound musky and who 
knows how many undersized muskles 
were calght and released over the bo- 
nanza weekend. 


Musky fishermen arc currently using a 


wide variety of baits and lures, but it's 
still hard to beat a harnessed sucker for 
consistent action. The Suick still produc- 
es, particularly the newer plastic mod- 
els, and you can never forget the old 
standby, Mcpps spinner. 


In 10 years of chasing muskles, how- 


over, I am continually fascinated by the 
fact that the mystery of tho fish often 
makes suckers of the most sophisticated 
fisherman. Because ho is such a fierce, 
independent fish, anglers tend to forget 
ho Is, nevertheless, a fish. 


Last weekend, this columnist and three 


friends from Chicago spent two days 
fishing musky lakes near Tomahawk. 
The pair in the other boat announced 
they were concentrating on "nothing but

muskics." My partner and I went bass 
fishing. 


We wore on musky lakes, true, but we 


never, not once, fished any kid of water 
that you wouldn't fish if you knew any- 
thing about structure fishing and nothing 
about muskles. We, in effect, went bass 
fishing. 


The two of us hooked and released a 


total of a dozen muskles in two days — 
admittedly only two were over tho 30- 
Inch minimum size limit — but the ac- 
tion was great. 


Our two companions never saw a mus- 


ky. They are excellent fishermen, formi- 
dable in any contest involving walleyes 
or bass or northern pike — but they for- 


got that a musky is, after all, only a 
fish. They anchored their boat on well- 
known "muskie spots" (having 
been 


fully, and erroneously, directed by local 
stars) and died there. 


As they pointed out, had it been their 


day, they might well have snatched a 
lunker musky out of one of the lakes. But 
they forgot that when nothing is happen-

Ing and you're not getting so much as a 
dark shadow following a retrieved lure, 
it's time to go back to basics and find out 
what's wrong. 


But the, weather was perfect, the air • 


was clean and the sun was bright, so the 
day that they forgot, temporarily, how to 
fish, wasn't totally wasted. 


Further west, musky fishermen were 


doing well on the Flambeau flowage, Spi- 
der lake, Upper Clam lake, Price lake, 
Potato lake and the south fork of the 
Flambeau river. 


Walleye fishing has been fair, at best, 


in most of the better walleye lakes, but 
trout fishing is surprisingly good. The 
lake trout are coming on strong on Big 
Green Lake with the local report written 
as "excellent." The big fish are deep and 
you need lake trout rigging to reach 
them. 


Big Green, however, is such a pleas- 


urable lake to fish, that you can enjoy a 
day or two there without ever once going 
to the heavy rigging. Smallmouth are 
truly abundant in the lake, northern pike 
are also plentiful and you can catch all 
the panfish you want, Including big, fat 
perch. 


The waters of Door county arc already 


at their good August production with 
smallmoulh bass the main catch, taken 
on soft-shelled crabs. Rock bass, a rug- 
ged litllc sunflsh, are alto hitting well on 
worms fished near the bottom with and 
without a bobber. 


Door county is always a busy place on 


good weekends, but most of the people 
content themselves with enjoying the 
scenery and the shops and the beautiful 
public parks and beaches. Thus the boat 
fisherman will not find himself wedged 
into a flotilla. 


There are plenty of launches and boat 


rentals. Live bait costs run high, how- 
ever, so take along your own if you can, 
or buy it on the way up, before you get 
into the area. 


Lake trout fishing has been very good 


off Door and Kewaunee counties with the 
best catches in waters over 100 feet deep 
fished from the surface down to 30 or 40 
feet. The pattern also holds pretty much 
all along the Lake Michigan shoreline, 
surprising experienced anglers who are 
accustomed to reaching down 100 or 
more feet to catch a laker. 


Lake Michigan lake trout lures arc pri- 


marily the trolling fly and the flutter 
spoons. A herring dodger helps. 


Chinook and cofco salmon are contin- 


uing to come In at a breakneck pace all 
"long the shoreline, (he best hires contin- 
uing to be almost anything colored chart- 
reuse. The salmon are cruising In schools 
from the surface fa 15 or 20 feet over 
water 10-00 feet deep. 


Although you're all right on the big 


lake, If you plan to go fishing or camping 
nt any of tbe inland lakes or parks in 
Wisconsin, take alone a good supply of 
tho Deep Woods Off. The mosquitoes are 
also hitting.

At 71, Bob Hope performs 
because 'it's good therapy9 


by DICK KLEINER 


HOLLYWOOD — At 71 most men are'slowing down — or 


have quit the race'entlrely. Not Bob Hope. 


Bob Hope turned 71 May 29, and, far from thinking about 


taking it easy, he's actually accelerating his career. He's 
going back to a schedule he abandoned two decades ago. • 


"I'm doing something this year," Hope says, "that I 


haven't done for 20 years — I'm going out on the road and 
playing a week here, a week there." 


The big question, of course, is: What makes Bob run? Why, 


when he has more money than he needs, does he keep on with 
his insane schedule of endless performing? 


His answer is enigmatic, at best. 
"It's good therapy," he says. 
Therapy? For what? He Just smiles and shrugs, leaving the 


answer to the imagination. Perhaps he needs to work to satis- 
fy some inner urge for glory. Perhaps Leslie Townsend 
Hope's early years of poverty as a child in England and in 
Cleveland and later In the vaudeville circuit, compel him to 
amass still more money. 


OR, PERHAPS he Is so attuned to working he simply can- 


not contemplate an existence without it. For example, consid- 
er his schedule of benefits — he could play somewhere in the 
world every day and is booked months In advance. He Is 
working on seven specials for NBC for this coming TV sea- 
son. There are two movies he'd like to make. He's working on 
a book about his Christmas trips to entertain servicemen. 
And he's a big wheeler-dealer in real estate, too. 


It's a schedule that would throw weaker men for a loop but 


he seems to thrive on it. 


"We'll see If I thrive on it later on," he says. Later on! He 


looks 20 years younger than his age and says he feels as good 
as ever. 


His home in Toluca Lake, a pleasant Los Angeles suburb, is 


famous for its unique one-hole golf course. Every day he goes 
out and plays. His country club, Lakeside, is only a few min- 
utes away. Almost every afternoon, at about 5, he drives over 
and plays a round. 


HE WAS THINKING of taking up tennis, "but I had enough 


trouble hitting a ball that wasn't moving without trying to hit 
one that was," Bob quips. 


On the grounds of his home is an office building. In it a 


half-dozen people constantly work away at his correspond- 


ence, his business affairs and fan mall. 


His family has grown up, married and moved away, with 


the exception of one daughter, Kelly, 27, who still lives at 
home. 


The family and business staff are in little evidence when 


you visit Hope. You are escorted through to a large room, 
sunny and cheerful, where a pretty girl named Yvonne serves 
lunch slowly but surely. 


The conversation ranges a broad area, at Bob's whim. He 


always has been a good talker and he'll talk about anything 
— as the mood strikes him. 


"TED AND I are still good friends," he says. Ted, of 


course, is the former Vice President of the United States, 
Splro T. Agnew. 


"Ted Is doing all right," he went on. "He's now working for 


foreign governments — Iran, for one — and helping them 
purchase goods in the U.S." 


Hope remains basically a Republican and pro-Nixon and 


says things like "All this sort of thing (Watergate) has hap- 
pened before. 


"I could write a book about what goes on in Washington," 


he says. "I've known six presidents very well and I know 
what goes on in the White House. Governments are nm by 
people doing favors for people and expecting favors in return. 
I could write the whole story. It would be a revelation, but I 
never will." 


INSTEAD, HE'S doing his book about his historic trips to 


entertain GIs, which used to be a Christmas regular like 
Santa Glaus. The tours are over now and he spent last Christ- 
mas at home for the first time since World War II. It was for 
him, a long and restless day. 


"But then," he said, "I realized that it was good — none of 


our boys were fighting anywhere in the world." 


Maybe that's why he's going back to playing before live 


audiences so much. One day, later this summer, he's booked 
for three appearances In three different states — Wisconsin, 
Michigan nnd Oklahoma. He'll fly a lot that day. 


He has two movie properties he's excited about*. The first, if 


It materializes, would have him playing the lead in a pro- 
posed film biography of the late Walter Winchell. The screen- 
play is being written by Bob Thomas, the Hollywood reporter 
who wrote a book about Winchell.

HOLLYWOOD - During the flush days 


of the film industry, Hollywood stars 
would be chauffeured about the town in . 
long, sleek limousines. It was part of 
their status. 


Today, however, the movie industry 


walks on wobbly legs while television 
stands firm as the king of Hollywood. 
The limousines, and their engines are 
idle, like props of a bygone era. 


TV seems to be the great democrat — 


its stars don't have chauffeurs. They 
drive themselves. 


DURING THE recent television in- 


dustry press tour, one was constantly 
struck by the almost pedestrian quality 
of television personalities. This was rein- 
forced during the numerous work-lunch- 
es-work-dinners at which the TV stars 
mingled with the press. 


TV stars play, common men. A run- 


down of some of next season's shows un- 
derscores this. Truck drivers, secretar- 
ies, family doctors, and policemen are 
only a few of the many characters to be 
seen. Archie Bunker is the person- 
ification of silent America. 


One only has to take a rundown of next 


season's performers to see they are of 
the blend-lnto-the-scene-school. They are 
not wide-screen personalities like John 
Wayne or Clark Gable. 


IN FACT, the old-time movie stars 


don't seem to fare very well in television 
roles. Henry Fonda, Anthony Quinn, 
James Stewart, and Doris Day are just a 


few of the film stars who failed on tele- 
vision. 
, 


Perhaps the small screen of the tele- 


vision cannot translate their larger-than- 
life qualities. One is not awed by.TV 
stars, who bump into you on the tour. 
They ore almost' too small to be wor- 
shipped when they enter American 
homes as mini-people of the screen. 


"My head is the size of a bran muf- 


fin," said Valerie Harper, star of CBS' 
"Rhoda." 


THERE ARE, of course, exceptions. 


Rock Hudson, Robert Young and Karl 
Maiden arc three examples of film stars 
succeeding in television. But neither 
Hudson's nor Young's careers were blaz-

ing in film when they made the switch. 


And Maiden was never In the front of 


Hollywood stardom, but a backup man, a 
supporting actor. 


And many of the other success stories 


on television came from the ranks of 
supporting actors: Buddy Ebscn, Ray- 
mond Burr, James Arness. Even Lucille 
Ball, who was perhaps the queen of tele- 


vision until she retired from the weck-to 
week battles, was never considered in 
the same league as a Rita Hayworth or a 
Bette Davis. 


It also Is Ironic that few TV stars have 


ever successfully made the transition 
from television to film. Steve McQueen 
"Wanted Dead or Alive" was the biggest, 
but he was never in television long 
enough to become a full-fledged star. 
James Garner had some success, but not 
for a very long career, and this season 
ho will be back on television. Lucille 
Ball, however, flopped with the film 
"Mame."

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No prison term 
Northbrook executive fined 
for his role in payoff deal

The president of a Nortlibrook ex- 


cavating firm was fined $3,000 Tuesday 
for laundering a (40,000 payoff extorted 
from a Wheeling developer by political 
boss James Stavros in 1970. 


Willis Clark, 59, of 218 S. Ela Rd., Pal- 


atine, faced a maximum sentence of 
three years in prison and a $5,000 fine for 
filing a false corporate Income tax return 
for Country Service and Supply Co., 3300 
N. Milwaukee Avc. Clark overstated the 
firm's income and expenses by $40,000. 


U.S. District Court Judgo Hubert Will 


Imposed the fine, payable by July 26, but 
did not impose any sentence or proba- 
tion. Assistant U.S. Atty. Howard Stone 
had recommended probation in the case. 


Clark's attorney, Joel Lamendclla, in- 


troduced the results of lie-detector tests 
that he said showed his client was una- 
ware that the $40,000 was extorted from 
the Tckton Corp. by Stavros. 


Lamendclla also presented Judge Will 


with a letter from Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mltteeman, which outlined Clark's role 
in the incident. 


IN THE LETTER, Stavros said that he 


was aware that his credibility was dam- 
aged by the fact that he pleaded guilty to 
extorting $92,000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false income tax 
return. He is serving a four-year sen- 
tence at the federal prison in Sandstone, 
Minn. 


Stavros said that he took Clark with him 


to the Tckton offices on Dec 24,1970, be- 
cause he was discussing excavating work 
for the firm's Wheeling development, Ce- 
dar Run. He said that ho expected tho 
itO.OOO check to bo made out to him rath- 
er than Country Service. 


Albert Hoffman Jr., president of Tck- 


ton, told Stavros that he preferred to en- 
ter the check as a "finder's fee" made 
out to a company, according to Stavros. 
The former commlttocman wrote that he 
agreed to lake the check to prevent fur- 
ther delays, and made arrangements 
with Clark to transfer the funds. 


Stavros said he assured Clark that 


Bieber to begin jail term 


William Bieber, former Wheeling build- 


Ing director, will report Thursday to the 
medical center 'for federal prisoners in 
Springfield, Mo., to begin serving a one- 
year sentence. 


Bieber will be eligible for parole after 


four months. According to federal offi- 
cials, Bieber was assigned to the medical 
center because of health problems. 


The former building director pleaded 


guilty June 10 to five counts of extortion, 
conspiracy to commit extortion, perjury 
and filing a false income tax return. In 
exchange for the guilty plea, the U. S. 
Attorney's Office agreed to drop nine ad- 
ditional extortion and perjury counts 
against Bieber. 


Bieber will be the second person to be- 


gin serving time as a result of a federal 
grand jury probe which led to the in- 
dictment of six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials. Four 
of the six have been convicted. 


JAMES STAVROS, former Wheeling 


Township Democratic committeeman, 
began serving his four-year prison term 
last month at the federal prison in Sand- 
stone, Minn. 


Former Wheeling trustee Michael Vn- 


lenza also has been sentenced to a nlne-

month prison term for his role in the zon- 
ing extortion schemes. His sentence, 
however, will not begin until mid-August. 


Bieber is expected to turn himself in to 


the U. S. Marshal's Office nearest 
Springfield, Mo., early Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The former building director report- 


edly is suffering from a back ailment, 
which reportedly is the reason for his as- 
signment to the medical center. The in- 
jury was sustained in a 1973 accident in 
which Bieber and Stavros were injured.

"Tekton absolutely owed me this mon- 
ey,"-and said Clark agreed to tramfar 
the funds although he was not happy 
with the arrangement. Stavros said 
Clark bad no knowledge of the fact that 
the money was being extorted for zoning 
and building favors. 


CLARK IS THE fifth defendant to be 


convicted m a result of a federal grand 
jury probe Into shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. The Investigation resulted in 
the Indictment of six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials Jan. 
31, with Clark being charged In late May. 


The Country Service firm has surfaced 


several times in the .Wheeling scandal. 
Stavros last year admitted he was em-' 
ployed by Country Service in'testimony 
given in connection with an auto accident 
damage suit filed by Stavros and William 
Bieber, former Wheeling building direc- 
tor also convicted as a result of the fed- 
eral probe. 


Wheeling Zoning board member Alan 


Martin also is employed by Country Ser- 
vice, which was awarded contracts by 
numerous developers whose 
projects 


were approved by the zoning board. 


Property taxes to increase 
despite tightened budget 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Wheeling residents can expect an in- 


crease In the village portion of their 
property taxes despite belt-tightening In 
the 1974-75 budget, according to Village 
Mgr. George Passolt. 


Passolt said, however, the belt-tight- 


ening will not result In any reduction In 
village services to residents. In fact, he 
said, both police and fire department 
personnel was Increased to handle the 
growing village population. 


Although the over-all budget incroaied 


by only 2.7 per cent or $96,646 over last 
year's budget of $3,601,373, there have 
been major Increases In areas that are 
wholly financed by property taxes. 


FOR EXAMPLE, In areas that provide 


for basic village services, Including ad- 
ministration, street, water and sewer 
service, there is a 13.9 per cent Increase 
over lost year's budget. 


Passolt said that an Increase in the vil- 


lage portion of the properly taxes is inev- 
itable because of tho Impact of inflation.

He sold In several other de- 
partments, such as public works, the vil- 
lage has acquired new equipment which 
will hopefully allow increased services 
with the same personnel. 


"With some of the new equipment I 


think we're able to do a little better job 
with the same personnel," Passolt said. 


Tho manager said he prepared this 


year's budget by trying to keep tax in- 
creases at'a minimum. "All department 
heads were advised to be as economical 
as possible," he said.

In addition to on art fair which will 


feature the work of local artists, the Jim 
Campbell Band will provide German mu- 
sic for atmosphere.

tradition will be sold with sauerkraut, 
homemade German potato salad and 
fresh sweet corn. 


All proceeds from the fest will be used

ONE MAJOR INCREASE in the budg- 


et came from cost-of-living increases 
granted village employes. About 50 per 
cent of the employes were granted a 10.2 
per cent Increase with the remaining em- 
ployes granted a six per cent increase, 
totaling almost $246,000. 


Salaries account for about 47 per cent 


of this year's $3,698,019 budget. 


Passolt said he Is continuing to use 


federal revenue-sharing funds to keep tax 
increases at a minimum. A total of 
$224,928 in federal revenue-sharing has 
been earmarked for various village proj- 
ects, including building, traffic signals, 
sewer improvements, street improve- 
ments and paramedic training. 


The budget also includes $10,000 ear- 


marked for a consulting service to re- 
view village organization and proce- 
dures. The review was budgeted as a re- 
sult of a federal grand jury probe that 
led to tho indictment of six former and 
' present Wheeling and Cook County offi- 
cials, and the conviction of four. 


A new color aerial map of the village 


costing $4,800 Is also'Included in the 
budget, and about $1,200 is set aside for 
the village celebration of the nation's bi- 
centennial. 


ALTHOUGH BUDGET reviews origi- 


nally had been scheduled by the village 
board, they were canceled because of 
wage and salary negotiations. Passolt 
said he expects any review of the budg- 
et will now be informal, with board 
members asking any questions when the 
1974-75 appropriations ordinance is ap- 
proved Monday. 


The trustees granted preliminary ap- 


proval to the appropriations ordinance, a 
document which is based on the budget 
and used to determine the village tax 
levy. The ordinance must be approved by 
the end of this month. 


A copy of the ordinance is posted on 


the police department bulletin board for 
public inspection.

Robert Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a jagged 
pltce of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and \Vt feet long, Is believed to be an access hatch for a 
commercial jet aircraft. 


FREDERICKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity Into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to see it, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring to reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport. 


The O'Hare control tower said the park site is in line with a 


busy runway which handled a plane every two minutes. 


The pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" it was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA Des Plaines office said, "It 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. "Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing." 


The control tower spokesman said the description sounded 


as though it was from an airliner, but it was not an essential 
part. 


"Evidently they aren't even aware of it. They may not be 


until they take the plane out again and have the required 
walk-around inspection," he said. 


Willaim Poerspel, assistant to the aircraft maintenance 


manager for United Airlines, said the hand-painted number 
9F-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a Douglas air- 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing" 
door on a DC-It. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted. 


He said it was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


fall off in mid-flight 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft mainte- 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes had been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors and 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally. He said an 
airconditioner door once struck a house. 


Fredericks and Debbie said they were unhurt but were a 


little shaken after the incident. "After that, we started watch- 
ing everything that came in over us."

Anyone want 


to help out 
8,300 kids?

Someone from Wheeling or Buffalo Grove has a rare oppor- 


tunity to try his or her band at the business of running local 
schools. 


The recent resignation of Mary Joan Reid of Buffalo Grove 


from (ho School Dlst. 21 Board of Education has created the 
chance for a responsible person, concerned about the educa- 
tion of children, to learn what It's all about to serve on a 
school board. 


The basic Idea of our democratic system of government Is 


that decisions ore supposed to be made by the people most 
affected by those decisions. Therefore, there should be a bal- 
ance of representation on a school board of people from com- 
munities the school district serves. 


Although Dlst. 21 Includes two schools In Arlington Heights 


and one In Mount Prospect, the other IS schools In the district 
are In Wheeling or Buffalo Grove. 


The balance of community representation on the school 


board, however, has been somewhat askew since the last 
election. 


CURRENTLY, THREE of the seven members of the 


board are Arlington Heights residents: Steve Grecnbcrg, Jcr- 
mtuh Crlse and Jack Lane, the board president. Lillian Stiller 
and Kenneth Rodcck both reside In the western section of 
Wheeling and Edwin Smith lives In the Buffalo Grove Cam- 
bridge subdivision. 


That leaves residents of the entire eastern half of the vil- 


lage of Wheeling and 00 per cent of Buffalo Grove without a 
voice from within that area on the board. 


The board is concerned about the situation and has in- 


dicated a definite interest In appointing someone from Wheel- 
ing or Buffalo Grove to replace Mrs. Reid. Hopefully, some- 
one will respond to the call. 


One member of the Dlst. 21 board, Crlsc, said he'd prefer a 


woman appointee, which also isn't a bad idea. Mrs. Reid's 
resignation leaves Mrs. Stiller as the only female on the 
board. 


THE SCHOOL board vacancy provides an excellent chance 


for a service-minded person to become involved in school 
potlcymaklng. 


The term is a short one, with the appointee to serve only 


until the school board election next April. But nine months is 
long enough for whoever gets the post to gain an under- 
standing of a complicated and important job in the commu- 
nity. 


Serving on any school board is not an easy job. Besides 


devoting two night* per month to regular meetings, Dist. 21 
board members spend many other hours on school bus- 
iness, researching problems at home, attending meetings 
with legislators, parents and participating in conferences on 
every phase of school operation. 


As the governing body of one of the largst school districts In 


the Northwest suburbs, the Dlst. 21 school board has its share 
of difficult Issues with which it must deal, fairly and In- 
telligently. Among those issues right now arc such con- 
troversial topics as sexual bias in schools, bilingual education 
and open classroom versus traditional schools. 


BUT SOMEBODY has to do It and a resident from the 


unrepresented areas of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove should 
recognize that It's a responsibility to be shared by everyone. 


The legal qualifications for the school board position are 


only that a person be at least 18 years old, a resident of the 
district for one year and a registered voter. 


Anyone wanting to be considered for the post should send a 


letter of interest addressed to Lane, in care of the Dist. 21 
administration building, 999 W. Dundee Rd., Wheeling, by 
July 25. 


Residents host petition

Punishment, qualifications, state aid named 
County lists points of Dwyer probe 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The investigation of Dwycr School in 


Arlington Heights is focusing on three 
specific allegations about the operation 
of the program for emotionally disturbed 
children and the program's director John 
Whipple. 


Sources close to the investigation being 


conducted by Cook County School Supt. 
Richard Martwick told The Herald Tues- 
day that the three key points in the in- 
vestigation arc: 


• Allegations that children were un- 


necessarily physically punished, using a 
paddle kept on hand for the purpose by 
the Dwycr School staff. 


• An allegation that some staff mem- 


bers, particularly Whipple, are unquali- 
fied for the positions they hold. Whipple 
docs not have an administrative certifi- 
cate and is acting as an administrator by 
hiring and firing teachers. 


• A charge that staff members in the 


program may have filed claims for more 
state school aid than than the program is 
entitled 
to, 
possibly through "mis- 


interpretation" of state aid guidelines. 


Officials of the Northwest Education 


Cooperative 
(NEC), 
which 
adminis- 


ters the Dwyer School program for 
emotionally disturbed children, have re- 
plied to the charges with the following 
explanations: 


• Whipple has said that a paddlo 


sometimes has been used on specific 
children when staff members working 
with the child agreed it was "theraput- 
ic." Whipple said the child was then 
warned that the paddle might be used 
and was given "a single slap on the 
butt" if necessary. 


• Officials of NEC have admitted that 


John 
Whipple 


Whipple does not hold administrative 
certification, but have said they do not 
believe it is necessary because John 
Wightman, director of all special educa- 
tion programs for NEC, does have the 
necessary certificate. 


• Edith Freund, president of the NEC 


governing board, said Tuesday she had 
questioned NEC administrators closely 
on the issue of possible overclaims for 
state school aid. "I have been told that 
everything we've done has been ap- 
proved, signed and sealed by people 
from the state. They go over these state 
aid claims with a fine tooth comb," Mrs. 
Freund said. 


ALSO TUESDAY, Lindy Curtiss, one of 


the three teachers who originally com- 
plained to Martwick's office about the 
program, told The Herald that her goal in 
starting the investigation is that "I would 
like to see John Whipple out of his posi- 
tion." 


Miss Curtiss said she was a first-year 


teacher at the school last year and in 


March was informed by Whipple that she 
would not be rehircd for next year. How- 
ever, she said, "He had not once walked 
into my room to observe ray teaching" 
and instead "made up a bunch of absurd 
accusations about me." 


Miss Curtiss, who has a teaching cer- 


tificate specializing in social and emo- 
tional disorders, said she would like to 
get her job back at Dwycr School, but 
only if Whipple were removed. "Kids 
were helped in the program in spite of 
John Whipple," she said. "Whipple is an 
incompetent man who doesn't care about 
kids." 


Miss Curtiss did, however, back' up 


Whipple's statements about the use of a 
paddle on children in the program. She 
said she personally had never used the 
paddle, and had seen it used only a few 
times. 


"It was used as a form of punishment 


and as far as I know the children knew 
in advance if it was going to be used," 
she said. "This wasn't running rampant 
in the school." 


Also Tuesday, officials of NEC were 


drawing up a formal reply to a letter 
from Martwick inviting them to a meet- 
ing today in Martwick's Chicago office to 
discuss 
the charges. Earlier, Mrs. 


Freund had said she did not think she or 
other governing board members cou'd 
attend the meeting on such short notice. 


OFFICIALS OF Martwick's office said 


the meeting, scheduled for 1:30 p.m. to- 
day will be closed to anyone but those 
involved. The meeting, Martwick's offi- 
cials said, would be used to examine the 
charges. 


Gloria Kinney, administrator of NEC, 


and Wightman also Tuesday sent a letter 
to officials in the handicapped children 


section of the State School Super- 
intendent's office inviting them to visit 
the Dwyer program and inspect it. 


Mrs. Freund said the letter was writ- 


ten in an effort to clarify the situation, 
since officials in Martwick's office have 
said the state superintendent is involved 
in the investigation. 


"We thought it (the letter) was a rea- 


sonable thing to do at this point. We 
thought the state might want to revisit 
the school and check credentials. We 
don't have anything we're particularly 
worried about." 


ALSO TUESDAY, a parent who had a 


child in the program last year told The 
Herald that the program is "absolutely 
fantastic." 


"The love and concern they showed my 


son was unbelievable," said Diane Brigg 
of Arlington Heights. She said the teach- 
ers in the program have visited her son 
at home and that the program "turned 
him around." 


Mrs. Briggs said she had met Whipple 


several times and had always found him 
"informative." "I'm impressed when you 
can call and talk to the head honcho of a 
program and he was always available." 


Mrs. Briggs added, "I just hope people 


who don't know anything about Dwyer 
won't get the wrong impression from 
these things." 
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After two years of talks 
Village now official owner 
of 128-acre golf course

The Village of Buffalo Grove Is (lie 


new owner of a 128-acro golf course, 
which costs between $1.1 million and $1.2 
million. 


After more than two years of negotia- 


tions between village officials and own- 
ers of the Buffalo Grove Golf Club nn 
agreement was signed Monday night 
making the sale official. Under the 
agreement, the village will take over op- 
eration of the ID-hole course Oct. 31. 


Along with the agreement for the golf 


course purchase, the board approved a 
zoning change for property surrounding 
the golf course. Officials agreed to allow 
multi-family zoning around the course, If 
the village was given the opportunity to 
purchase the facility. 


Now that a contract has been signed, 


the village will have five years to ar- 
range a method of financing the course. 
If financing la arranged and the owners 
receive payment on or before Dec. 31, 
1978, the village would pay $1.1 million. 
After that dale, however, the price would 
be $1.2 million. 


THE VILLAGE will make an Initial 


down payment of $1,000 and make an- 
nual payments of that amount until fi- 
nancing Is arranged. In addition, the vil- 
lage will make monthly interest pay- 
ments on the unpaid balance. 


The owners have requested 6 per cent 


interest for each of the first two years 


and 7 per cent for each of the remaining 
three years. Officials say financing will 
bo arranged as soon as possible to avoid 
paying more Interest than necessary. 


It is conceivable, however, that the vil- 


lage could pay about $363,000 in Interest 
before financing is arranged. The Inter- 
est would be approximately $66,000 for 
each of the first two years and $77,000 for 
each of the last three years. 


After financing is arranged, the village 


would be paying Interest each year on 
Uic unpaid balance. 


Alternate methods of financing the 


course are being considered, including 
several that would raise property taxes. 
Some officials are skeptical about raising 
taxes to buy the course, while others 
would support such a proposal if it be- 
comes necessary. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


course should be a money-making oper- 
ation and may pay for itself, which 
would make a tax increase unnecessary. 


THE GOLF COURSE owners have con- 


sented to an audit which will reveal the 
financial status of the course. The audit 
must be made before Sept. 30 and if it is 
unsatisfactory to the village board the 
agreements for the zoning change and 
golf course purchase woukl be null and 
void. 


If a tax Increase should become neces- 


sary officials estimate taxes on a home 
would be raised $4.50 to $25 a year for 20 


years. The amount of the increase would 
depend on the method of financing cho- 
sen. 


Village officials are looking into the 


sale of general obligation bonds, revenue 
bonds or a combination of both. If gener- 
al obligation bonds are chosen, voters 
would have to approve the sale of them 
in a referendum. 


After the course is transferred to the 


village, officials say they will consider 
developing other facilities to make it a 
community recreation area, rather than 
just using It for golf. Some possibilities 
arc swimming pools, tennis courts, on 
Ice skating rink and a community center. 


Village Pros. Gary Armstrong, who 


was-instrumental In negotiations for the 
purchase of the golf course, said the vil- 
lage Is willing to meet with the park dis- 
trict and other organizations to deter- 
mine future facilities on the golf course 
property. 


IN THE MEANTIME, the Phoenix 


Construction Co., plans to build 849 town- 
houses and condominiums on the 64 
acres surrounding the golf course. The 
firm is planning 241 similar units on a 33- 
acrc tract northwest of Busch Road and 
111. Etc. 83. 


Construction of the development is 


scheduled to start next year and take 
three to five years to complete. The proj- 
ect is expected to bring more than 2,500 
new residents to Buffalo Grove.

The Buffalo Grove school board mem- 


ber said Monday night ho would like to 
hire a consultant to assess the program 


that has been in operation for two years 
of the five-year implementation schedule. 


The request comes amidst growing 


numbers of questions being raised about 
the program by parents of children who 
attend Dlst. 96 schools in the Lake Coun- 
ty section of Buffalo Grove and Long 
Grove. 


In response to a comment by Burt Har- 


Village ready to sell tax 
warrants to meet payroll 


Buffalo Grove's general fund cash 


shortage has reached an acute Jcvcl and 
officials have put the machinery in mo- 
tion to sell lax anticipation warrants so 
the village con meet Its payroll. 


The village board Monday night di- 


rected Its attorney to prepare ordinances 
that will authorize the sate of $140.000 in 
tax anticipation warrants, the maximum 
allowed by law. Village officials said sale 
of the warrants Is necessary because of 
the delay in receiving Lake and Cook 
County property taxes. 


Tax anticipation warrants, essentially, 


arc loans taken out by a municipality. 
The village then ,uscs money from Us 
next tax collection lo pay off the war- 
rants, 


TRUSTEE James Shirley, chairman of 


the finance committee, said the village 
has enough money on hand to meet Its 
next payroll, but Is not sure It will have 
enough to meet future expenses. 


"Our cash situation this month is not 


good," he told the board In recommend- 
ing sale of the warrants. "The prospects 
for it Improving this month or In the next 
month arc not good." 


The Bank of Buffalo Grove agreed to 


buy the tax anticipation warrants from 
the village for six per cent interest, cost- 
Ing the village about $8,400. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


sale of the warrants will not necessitate 
on Increase In village taxes. Once the 
village gets its share of the tax money, It 
should hove no problem buying back the 
warrants and paying the interest, Larson 
said. 


In fact, he said, the village will Invest 


some of the money It gets through the 
sale of the warrants at a higher Interest 
rale than II Is paying the bank. In that 
way, the village may make some money 
.with the cash It borrows, he added. 


THE VILLAGE was supposed to re- 


ceive Lake County tax money several 
months ago, but It has been delayed be- 
cause of a dispute concerning tax assess- 
ment practices. The second portion of the 
village's share of Cook County property 
taxes also will arrive late. 


Larson predicts the village will start 


receiving tax money from both counties 
about Oct. 1. He emphasized that the 
shortage of money in the general fund 
can be directly attributed to the delay in 
receiving tax money. 


"The village in no way has done any- 


thing wrong," he said. "It has always 
followed sound financial principles and is 
in no way responsible for the current sit- 
uation." 


Officials were hoping the village would 


sell a large number of building permits 
this year and avoid the sale of the war- 
rants. Building, however, has been slow- 
er than expected this summer. 
"THE VILLAGE board authorized the 
sole of tax anticipation warrants by • 
4-to-l vote. Trustees Randall Rathjen, 
Thomas Mahoncy, Clarice Rcch and 
Shlrcly voted for the proposal and 
Trustee Edward Osmon opposed It. 
Trustee Jerry Drlscoll was absent when 
the vote was taken. 


Although the village reduced spending 


in order to avoid the sale of warrants, 
Osmon said the cutbacks should have 
been more extensive. 


"Most of the things I'm talking about 


were minor expenditures, but I think 
they could have waited because of the 
shortage of money. If this was private 
enterprise there would have been much 
more extensive cutbacks," he sold. 


Not since 1970 has the village been 


faced with selling tax anticipation war- 
rants. That year, it sold $60,000 worth 
and paid a 6 per cent interest rate. 


ris of Buffalo Grove Monday night that 
an outside evaluation of the program 
would be useful to parents concerned 
about the program, Walser said he had 
been promoting the idea for sometime. 


WALSER, CHAIRMAN of the school 


board finance committee, said he re- 
searched the cost of employing a con- 
sultant and tried to find a way to provide 
for the necessary funds in the school 
budget for next year.

War- 
wick was the originator of the program 
in Dist. 96. 


However, another woman said instruc- 


tion provided for her son within the pro- 
gram was successful. 


Dlst. 96 Supt. William Hltzeman said 


two evaluations of the IGE program 
were made hi the past two years, but 
were never made public. 


Hltzeman told The Herald Tuesday the 


evaluations were done by Stephen Jurs, 
an associate professor of education at the 
University of Toledo and a former col- 
league of Warwick. 


HITZMAN SAID copies of the reports, 


one made in December, 1972, and the 
other in June, 1973, were distributed to 
only school board members because the 
studies were "internal evaluations of the 
staff that had nothing to do with par- 
ents." 


"I don't think there was any Intent to 


hide the reports," Hltzernan said. "Being

Bob and Debbie were just making a land survey 


when this piece of metal came out of the blue...

Robert Fredericks and' his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a'jagged 
piece of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I. 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and 1% feet long, is believed to be an access hatch for a 
commercial jet aircraft. 


FREDERICKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to see it, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring lo reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport. 


The O'Hare control tower said the park site is in line with a 


busy runway which handled a plane every two minutes. 


The pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" it was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA DCS Plaines office said, "II 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. "Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing,'! 


The control tower' spokesman said the description soundec 


as though it.was from an airliner, but it was not an essential 
part. 


"Evidently they aren't even aware of it. They may not be 


until they take the plane out again and have the require 
walk-around inspection," he said. 


Willaim Poerspel, • assistant to the aircraft maintenance 


manager for United Airlines, said the hand-painted number 
DF-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a Douglas air 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing* 
door on a DC-8. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted.' 


He said it was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


fall off in mid-flight 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft maintc 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes had been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors am 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally.

Someone from Wheeling or Buffalo Grove has a rare oppor- 


tunity to try his or her hand at the business of running local 
schools. 


The recent resignation of Mary Joan Reid of Buffalo Grove 


from the School Dlst. 21 Board of Education has created the 
chance for a responsible person, concerned about the educa- 
tion of children, to learn what it's all about to servo on a 
school board. 


The basic Idea of our democratic system of government Is 


that decisions are supposed to be made by the people most 
affected by those decisions. Therefore, there should be a bal- 
ance of representation on a school board of people from com- 
munities the school district serves. 


Although Dist. 21 Includes two schools In Arlington Heights 


and one In Mount Prospect, the other IS schools In the district 
are In Wheeling or Buffalo Grove. 


The balance of community representation on the school 


board, however, has been somewhat askew since the last 
election. 


CURRENTLY. THREE of the seven members of the 


board arc Arlington Heights residents: Steve Grccnbcrg, Jcr- 
miah Crisc and Jack Lone, the board president. Lillian Stiller 
and Kenneth Rodcck both reside in the western section of 
Wheeling and Edwin Smith lives in the Buffalo Grove Cam- 
bridge subdivision. 


That leaves residents of the entire eastern half of the vil- 


lage of Wheeling and 80 per cent of Buffalo Grove without a 
voice from within that area on the board. 


Tho board Is concerned about the situation and has in- 


dicated a definite interest in appointing someone from Wheel- 
ing or Buffalo Grove to replace Mrs. Reid. Hopefully, some- 
one will respond to the call. 


One member of the Dlst. 21 board, Crlsc, said he'd prefer a 


woman appointee, which also Isn't a bad idea. Mrs. Reid's 
resignation leaves Mrs. Stiller as the inly female on the 
board. 


THE SCHOOL board vacancy provides an excellent chance 


for a service-minded person to become involved in school 
policymaklng. 


The term Is a short one, with the appointee to serve only 


until the school board election next April. But nine months is 
long enough for whoever gets the post to gain an under- 
standing of a complicated and important job in the commu- 
nity. 


Serving on any school board is not an easy job. Besides 


devoting two nights per month to regular meetings, Dlst. 21 
board members spend many other hours on school bus- 
iness, researching problems at home, attending meetings 
with legislators, parents and participating In conferences on 
every phase of school operation. 


As the governing body of one of the largst school districts in 


the Northwest suburbs, the Dlst. 21 school board has its share 
of difficult issues with which it must deal, fairly and In- 
telligently. Among those issues right now arc such con- 
troversial topics as sexual bias in schools, bilingual education 
and open classroom versus traditional schools. 


BUT SOMEBODY has to do it and a resident from the 


unrepresented areas of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove should 
recognize that It's a responsibility to be shared by everyone. 


Tho legal qualifications for the school board position arc 


only that a person be at least 18 years old, a resident of the 
district for one year and a registered voter. 


Anyone wanting to be considered for the post should send a 


letter of interest addressed to Lane, in care of the Dlst. 21 
administration building, 099 W. Dundee Rd., Wheeling, by 
July 23.

Punishment, qualifications, state aid named 
County lists points of Dwyer probe 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The investigation of Dwyer School in 


Arlington Heights is focusing on three 
specific allegations about the operation 
of the program for emotionally disturbed 
children and the program's director John 
Whipple. 


Sources close to the investigation being 


conducted by Cook County School Supt. 
Richard Martwlck told The Herald Tues- 
day that the three key points in the in- 
vestigation arc: 


• Allegations that children were un- 


necessarily physically punished, using a 
paddle kept on hand for the purpose by 
the Dwyer School staff. 


• An allegation that some staff mem- 


bers, particularly Whipple, arc unquali- 
fied for the positions they hold. Whipplo 
does not have an administrative certifi- 
cate and is acting as an administrator by 
hiring and firing teachers. 


• A charge that staff members in the 


program may have filed claims for more 
state school aid than than the program is 
entitled to, possibly through "mis- 
interpretation" of state aid guidelines. 


Officials of the Northwest Education 


Cooperative 
(NEC), which adminis- 


ters the Dwyer School program for 
emotionally disturbed children, have re- 
plied to the charges with the following 
explanations: 


• Whipple has said that a paddlo 


sometimes has been used on specific 
children when staff members working 
with the child agreed it was "theraput- 
ic." Whipple said the child was then 
warned that the paddle might be used 
and was given "a single slap on the 
butt" if necessary. 


• Officials of NEC have admitted that 


John 
Whipple 


Whipple docs not hold 
administrative 


certification, but have said they do not 
believe it is necessary because John 
Wightman, director of all special educa- 
tion programs for NEC, does have the 
necessary certificate. 


• Edith Freund, president of the NEC 


governing board, said Tuesday she had 
questioned NEC administrators closely 
on the issue of possible overclaims for 
state school aid. "I have been told that 
everything we've done has been ap- 
proved, signed and scaled by people 
from the state. They go over these state 
aid claims with a fine tooth comb," Mrs. 
Freund said. 


ALSO TUESDAY. Llndy Curtiss, one of 


the three teachers who originally com- 
plained to Martwick's office about the 
program, told The Herald that her goal in 
starting the investigation is that "I would 
like to sec John Whippte out of his posi- 
tion." 


Miss Curtiss said she was a first-year 


teacher at the school last year and in 


March was informed by Whipple that she 
would not be rehlred for next year. How- 
ever, she said, "He had not once walked 
into my room to observe my teaching" 
and instead "made up a bunch of absurd 
accusations about me." 


Miss Curtiss, who has a teaching cer- 


tificate specializing In social and emo- 
tional disorders, said she would like to 
get her job back at Dwyer School, but 
only if Whipple were removed. "Kids 
were helped in the program in spite of 
John Whipple," she said. "Whipple is an 
incompetent man who doesn't care about 
kids." 


Miss Curtiss did, however, back up 


Whlpple's statements about the me of a 
paddle on children in the program. She 
said she personally had never used the 
paddle, and had seen it used only a few 
' times. 


"It was used as a form of punishment 


and as far as I know the children knew 
In advance if it was going to be used," 
she said. "This wasn't running rampant 
in the school." 


Also Tuesday, officials of NEC were 


drawing up a formal reply to a letter 
from Martwick inviting them to a meet- 
ing today in Martwick's Chicago office to 
discuss the charges. Earlier, Mrs. 
Freund had said she did not think she or 
other governing board members could 
attend the meeting on such short notice. 


OFFICIALS OF Martwick's office said 


the meeting, scheduled for 1:30 p.m. to- 
day will be closed to anyone but those 
involved. The meeting, Martwick's 'offi- 
cials said, would be used to examine the 
charges. 


Gloria Kinney, administrator of NEC, 


and Wightman also Tuesday sent a letter 
to officials in the handicapped children 


section of the State School Super- 
intendent's office inviting them to visit 
the Dwyer program and inspect It. 


Mrs. Freund said the letter was writ- 


ten in an effort to clarify the situation, 
since officials in Martwick's office have 
said the state superintendent is involved 
In the investigation. 


"We thought it (the letter) was a rea- 


sonable thing to do at this point. We 
thought the state might want to revisit 
the school and check credentials. We 
don't have anything we're particularly 
worried about." 


ALSO TUESDAY, a parent who had a 


child in the program last year told The 
Herald that the program is "absolutely 
fantastic." 


"The love and concern they showed my 


son was unbelievable," said Diane Brigg 
of Arlington Heights. She said the teach- 
ers in the program have visited her son 
at home and that the program "turned 
him around." 


Mrs. Briggs said she had met Whipple 


several times and had always found him 
"informative." "I'm impressed when you 
can call and talk to the head honcho of a 
program and he was always available." 


Mrs. Briggs added, "I just hope people 


who don't know anything about Dwyer 
won't get the wrong impression from 
these things." 
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Several parents upset 
Pressure mounts for more 
learning-disability teachers

Board of Education may come under 
pressure from parents to hire four learn- 
ing disabilities teachers for the 1974-73 
school year. 


Mary Ann Brookhart, a parent at the 


board meeting Monday, said several par- 
ents were upset at the board's decision 
not to Include additional learning dis- 
abilities teachers In the proposed 1974-73 
budget. The additional staff would have 
worked with students at Dan Cook and 
Grant Wood schools and Lively and 
Friendship Junior high schools. 


The board voted 3 to 3 Monday night 


not to provide money to hire two full- 
timo learning disabilities teachers, a 
half-time teacher and a coordinator. 
Board members Emll Bnhnmnlcr, Avis 
Wold and Judith Zonca voted against the 
request. 


DAHNMAIER SAID THE board had 


not "completely canceled out" the hiring 
of the additional staff but that board 
members want a "legal definition" of 
what special education services it must 
provide. "We've directed our attorney to 
come back with a legal statement," he 
said. "Beyond that, I can't comment." 


Supt. James Ervitl said the adminis- 


tration requested the additional teachers 
after more youngsters with learning 
problems were Identified in a screening 
program this spring. 


"When we first drew up the budget, we 


thought we would have adequate instruc- 
tion with the smaller staff," he said. 
"Now that we identified more children, 
we recommended the increase." 


MERLE J. Nevenhoven, director of pu- 


pil personnel services, said the district 
has 17 full-time and one part-time teach- 
er for students with learning disabilities.

School heads 
may receive 
added pay

Administrators in Elk Grove Township 


Dlst. 59 may receive pay raises In addi- 
tion to tho 5 per cent raises that went 
Into effect July 1. 


Tho board of education set tentative 


pay increase guidelines Monday night In 
executive session, by raising tho salary 
scale 0 per cent. Some administrators — 
principals, associate principals and as- 
sistant superintendents — may receive 
additional merit raises not to exceed a 
total 1S.S per cent Increase. Tho board 
expects the average total Increase to be 
13 per cent, chairman Gerald Smiley 
said. 


Tho raises would bo awarded after tho 


administrators arc evaluated. 


The board previously had granted 5 


per cent pay increases to tho adminis- 
trators and Supt. James Ervltl, effective 
July 1. The board also stipulated that 
these salaries be reviewed before Sept. 
13 and any additional raises be made ret- 
roactive lo July 1. 


FUNDS TO I'AY the raises would 


come from the $15 million Dlst. 59 budg- 
et, which went on display for public in- 
spection Tuesday. This budget Includes 
money for increasing substitute teachers' 
pay, hiring two more school nurses and 
allocating $7,500 for girls' athletics. It 
also shows a saving of $4.500 by reducing 
the number of polling places In the dis- 
trict. 


There is more than 110.7 million in 


the education fund, $1.4 million In the 
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• Cluster housing. Clusters of build- 


ings arc built In a circle around a 
stub street or cul-de-sac and back yards 
arc larger and flow into other yards with 
no separating fencing. 


The plan shows a mix of single-family 


detached homes, single-family attached 
townhouscs and condominiums on land 
joining the groupings by means of green 
belts, and walking and bike paths. 


Ivcs told the commission In March, 


when the concept was introduced to the 
members, that the plan makes total use 
of the land; allows more privacy than 
conventional land use; and is practical as 
well as csthctically pleasing. Mead Kill- 
Ian, Commission member, colled the con- 
cept "just what we have been looking 
for." 


The developer did say he planned 


about 7 units per acre on UK> 700-acro 
site which Is between Rte. 53 and Mca- 
cham Road and north of Norge Road. 


Leah Cummins Commission member, 


said the village's planned development 
ordinance Is being scrutinzcd for possible 
modification. 


PLAN COMMISSION MEMBERS arc 


in favor of "fixing up our own planned 
development ordinance," said Mrs. Cum- 
mins. "Not only for this new proposed 
development, but because it needs revis- 
ing," she added. 


They would like the help of Allen 


Krakowcr, land planning consultant, to 
modify the present ordinance, said Mrs. 
Cummins. 


The commission had requested that the 


village board consider hiring Krakowcr, 
who had acted as a consulting planner at 
the previous meeting between Centex 
and the commission, but the commission 
was denied permanent use of the planner 
by the village board. 


Mrs. Cummins sold Village Atty. Ed- 


ward Hofcrt is recommending that a new 
zoning classification, R-5, be created. 
Under that classification Ccntcx's pro- 
posed new land-use Idea could be in- 
stituted. 


Old Devon-53 
developer 
has new plan

One of the four developers who created 


the massive Devon-53 project, a subject 
of controversy in Elk Grove Village for 
three years while owners worked for vil- 
lage annexation, has requested an infor- 
mal meeting with the plan commission to 
consider new plans. 


The four developers decided to break 


up their coalition recently after a meet- 
ing with plan commissioners in May. 


Ted Szywala, president of Parkway 


Development Co., largest land owner of 
the project group, requested the meeting, 
asking the plan commission to consider 
plans for a 156-acre tract which was part 
of tho former Devon-53 project. 


Szywala has asked the plan commis- 


sion to place him on its agenda as soon 
as possible. He seeks the commission's 
approval for two separate uses of two 
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The additional staff members would 
have given each of the district's 21 
schools a full-time learning disabilities 
teacher. 


Nevenhoven sold most of the schools 


have a waiting list of children who need 
the help of a learning disabilities teach- 
er. Under state law, special education 
teachers con work with a miximum of 10 
youngsters per classroom. 


The pupil personnel director noted that 


one class at Frost school has 17 children 
and is in violation of the state require- 
ments. 


"We're trying to cut the class size 


down but it's hard to keep all the classes 
to 10 children. Right now, we're pretty 
well filled," he said. 


.Board Pres. Gerald Smiley sold the 


board had to decide whether to follow its 
"gut feeling" or the results of an In- 
depth study indicating the need for the 
additional staff. 


He said the gut feeling is that nrollment 


is 
decreasing and therefore there 


shouldn't be a need for more special edu- 
cation teachers. 


ERVITI SAID THE number of children 


with learning problems doesn't neces- 
sarily decrease with enrollment. 


"There's nothing I know of that says a 


particular trait is distributed exactly the 
same way throughout the population," he 
said. 


Ervitl also noted that parents of cliil- 


dren with learning disabilities move into 
tho Northwest suburbs because of the 
special programs offered by the local 
districts. 


"Families of children with problems 


ore more likely to move here because pf 
the programs," he said. "That tends to 
contribute to a larger propulatlon of LD 
children than you would normally ex- 
pect." 


THE SUPERINTENDENT also said 


the definition of learning disabilities has 
been expanded to Include children with a 
wider variety of problems. State guide- 
lines also call for districts to provide spe- 
cial instruction for LD children down to 
three years of ago, he added. 


Erviti said he doesn't think state law 


gives the district "an option" about pro- 
viding special education services to stu- 
dents with learning problems. He added 
that he believes there is "every chance" 
the board will provide for the four addi- 
tional teachers in the budget. 


"Obvloasly, we'll try to provide ser- 


vices to all of the youngsters," he said. 
"If the board doesn't increase the staff, 
then we won't be able to meet all the 
standards.

Bob and Debbie were just making a land survey 


when this piece of metal came out of the blue...

Robert Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a jagged 
piece of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and 1% feet long, is believed to be an access hatch for a 
commercial jet aircraft. 


FREDERICKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to see it, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring to reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport. 


The O'Harc control tower said the park site is in line with a 


busy runway which handled a plane every two minutes. 


The pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for .identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" it was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA Des Plaines office said, "It 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. "Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing." 


The control tower spokesman said the description sounded 


as though it was from an airliner, but it was not an essential 
part. 


"Evidently they aren't even aware of it. They may not bo 


until they take the plane out again and have the required 
walk-around inspection," he said. 


Willaim Poerspel, assistant to the aircraft maintenance 


manager for United Airlines, said the hand-painted number 
9F-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a Douglas air- 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing" 
door on a DC-8. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted. 


He said it was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


fall off in mid-flight 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft mainte- 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes had been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors and 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally. He said an 
airconditioner door once struck a house. 


Fredericks and Debbie said they were unhurt but were a 


little shaken after the incident. "After that, we started watch- 
ing everything that came in over us."

The multi-family units would be built 


at a 15 unit per acre density. 


When the Devon-53 project group was 


discussing annexation with village plan- 
ners, most of the arguments centered on 
tho development group's request for high 
density, 24.3 units per acre development. 


MRS. CUMMINS SAID the Parkway 


Development proposal to lower the den- 
sity stands in its favor "but we must still 
look at the total density of both sites," 
she said. 


No date has been set for the meeting. 
Another of the group, the Buttitta Land 


Trust, which sold 20 acres of land at the 
northeast corner of Devon Avenue and 
Rte. 53 also approached the commission 
informally to discuss plans for a shop- 
ping center on the 20 acre site.

Two park boards agree 
to seek views on merger 


The Palatine Park District and Pala- 


tine Rural Park District will seek feed- 
back from residents and park board 
members on a possible merger of the 
districts that received n favorable re- 
sponse from commissioners Tuesday 
night. 


Four Palatine Park District and three 


Rural Park District commissioners met 
for the first time to formally discuss ad- 
vantages of a merger. Three Lake Park 
Estates and one Pcppcrtrce farm resi- 
dents were also In attendance at the 
meeting at the Palatine Golf Course. 


Tho April I, 1975 target dale for the 


merger was set to coincide with the be- 
ginning of both park district's 1075 fiscal 
years. 


THE IDEA OK the merger arose when 


the village announced possible annexa- 
tion of three northern subdivision that 
arc major portions of the Rural Park 
District's population. 


Fred Hall. Palatine Park District di- 


rector, said the Palatine Park District 
already fcrves many residents of the 
rural park district with programs and fa- 
cilities. Hall sees the present as a good 
time for a merger because the village is 


interested 
in expanding its present 


boundaries. 


Hall said the Palatine park district and 


village trustees hod a 15-year mutual 
agreement in the past not to expand pre- 
sent boundaries. 


It also was suggested that the Palatine 


Park District staff could better develop 
now park land and facilities brought Into 
a combined district by the Rural Park 
District because of its expertise. 


The Rural Park District would other- 


wise develop Its new land and facilities 
with a duplicate and yet Inexperienced 
staff. 


HALL ALSO SAID that both districts 


arc interested in developing Metropolitan 
Sanitary District flood-control property 
and 
adjoining property located 
in 


the village and unincorporated areas. 


Tills land could be developed jointly 


titrough a single effort by both districts if 
a merger were to take place. It was em- 
phasized that a merger would be espe- 
cially benflclal to the Rural Park Dis- 
trict with the possibility of areas In the 
Rural Park District being disattached in 
time. 


This would leave the Rural Park Dis- 


trict with a lower assessed valuation, 


less available funds, and less available 
land for development. 


Commissioners from the two park 


boards can effect a merger by each 
board approving an ordinance by a two- 
thirds majority vote. A yet undetermined 
proportion of commissioners from each 
park board will be on the new five-mem- 
ber board after a merger is completed. 


Although the effect of such a merger 


on homeowners in both districts cannot 
yet be determined, it is initially expected 
to lower taxes In the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict and increase the estimated 32-ccnt 
per $100 valuation rate in the Rural Park 
District. 


PALATINE PARK District has an as- 


sessed valuation of more than $100 mil- 
lion which would be combined with the 
$66 million assessed valuation of the Rur- 
al Park District in a merger. If the 
merger is approved, the new park dis- 
trict would include most homeowners in 
the village and unincorporated area. 


Roger Bjorvik, attorney for both park 


districts, will have a sample draft of the 
necessary merger ordinance and 1973 as- 
sessed valuation figures for both districts 
available when the districts meet to fur- 
ther discuss a possible merger on Sept. 
10. 


Local man fined $3,000 
for 'laundering' 
payoff

The president of a Northbrook ex- 


cavating firm was fined $3,000 Tuesday 
for laundering a $40,000 payoff extorted 
from a Wheeling developer by political 
boss James Stavros In 1070. 


Willis Clark, SO, of 218 S. Ela Rd., Pal- 


atine, faced a maximum sentence of 
three years In prison and a $5,000 fine for 
filing a false corporate Income tax return 
for Country Service and Supply Co., 3300 
N. Milwaukee Ave. Clark overstated (he 
firm's Income and expenses by $40,000. 


U.S. District Court Judge Hubert Will 


Imposed the fine, payable by July 26, but 
did not Impose any sentence or proba- 
tion. Assistant U.S. Atty. Howard Stone 
had recommended probation In the case. 


Clark's attorney, Joel Lamendella, in- 


troduced the results of llc-dctcctor tests 
that he said showed his client was una- 
ware that the $40,000 was extorted from 
(lie Tckton Corp. by Stavros. 


Lamendella also presented Judge Will 


with a letter from Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mlttecman, which outlined Clark's role 
In the incident. 


IN THE LETTER, SUvros said that he 


was aware that his credibility was dam- 
aged by the fact that he pleaded guilty to 
extorting $92,000 from three Wheeling de- 
velopers and filing a false Income tax 
return. He Is serving a four-year sen- 
tence at the federal prison in Sandstone, 
Minn. 


Plum Grove Hills builder 
seeks to cut project's units 


Revised plans reducing the density of 


the proposed 365-acro Plum Grove Hills 
development In southwestern Palatine by 
nearly 600 units were presented to the 
Palatine Plan 
Commission Tuesday 


night. 


The revised plans, prepared by L. S. 


Draper and Associates, the proposed de- 
velopers, call for 2,240 dwelling units in- 
stead of the previously proposed 2,800 
units. 


The major change is in the proposed 


density of lownhousos Immediately cast 
and south of the Hunting Ridge subdivi- 
sion. It is proposed the density be re- 
duced from 12 to 8 units per acre. The 
maximum density on the entire project 
would be reduced from 20 to 18 units per 
acre. Hunting Ridge homeowners contin- 
ued to object to the density. 


TED SEYFARTH. a member of the 


Hunting Ridge board of directors, pre- 
sented petitions signed by more than 500 
persons, calling for a density of three 
units per net bulldablo acre of undevel- 
oped land south of Palatine Road and 
west of Plum Grove Road. 


Wilton Battles, the village planner, has 


recommended the townhouse section cast 
of Hunting Rldgo be developed as single- 
family homes. Lewis Draper, tho devel- 
oper, said this Is not economically fea- 
sible and that the townhouses would pro- 
vide a good buffer between the subdivi- 
sion, proposed commercial development, 
and higher density use. 


Other changes In the revised plans in- 


clude: 


• A bike and pedestrian path winding 


throughout the entire development and 
linking the various areas. 


• A school site south of Euclid Road 


and east of Qucntln Road. 


• Elimination of a road off Qucntin 


Road to service the commercial devel- 
opment on the northwest corner of Quen- 
tln and Euclid roads. 


ORIGINAL PLANS had called for the 


construction 
of single-family homes, 


townhouses and condominiums on 202 
acres, commercial development of 35 
acres, green areas and lakes on 95 acres 
and tho remaining acreage for streets. 
The land use will remain approximately 
tho same under the new plan. 


Martin Plate, High School Dlst. 211 di-' 


rector of planning and research, pre- 
dicted a maximum of 400 high school stu- 
dents from the proposed developments. 
He said they would not have a significant 
impact on Fremd High School because 
Dlst. 211 plans on opening a sixth high 
school in 1977 which would provide Belief 
for Frcmd. No contribution has been re- 
quested by Dist. 211. 


In addition to the school site, Draper 


has agreed to donate $35 per unit to Pal- 
atine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15. 


Draper is only requesting planning 


commission approval of the concept for 
the development. If the concept is ap- 
proved, detailed plans will be presented 
at a later dote and a request for annexa- 
tion of 128 acres of the parcel which are 
now in unincorporated Palatine Town- 
ship. 


Stavros said that he took Clark with him 


to the Tckton offices on Dec 24,1970, be- 
cause he was discussing excavating work 
for the firm's Wheeling development, Ce- 
dar Run. He said that he expected the 
$40,000 check to be made out to him rath- 
er than Country Service. 


Albert Hoffman Jr., president of Tek- 


ton, told Stavros that he preferred to en- 
ter the check as a "finder's fee" made 
out to a company, according to Stavros. 
The former commltteeman wrote that he 
agreed to take the check to prevent fur- 
ther delays, and made arrangements 
with Clark to transfer the funds. 


Stavros said he assured Clark that 


"Tekton absolutely owed me this mon- 
ey," and said Clark agreed to transfer 
the funds although he was not happy 
with the arrangement. Stavros said 
Clark had no knowledge of the fact that 
the money was being extorted for zoning 
and building favors. 


CLARK IS THE fifth defendant to be 


convicted as a result of a federal grand 
jury probe into shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. The investigation resulted in 
the indictment of six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials Jan. 
31, with Clark being charged in late May. 


The Country Service firm has surfaced 


several times in the Wheeling scandal. 
Stavros last year admitted he was em- 
ployed by Country Service in testimony 
given In connection with an auto accident 
damage suit filed by Stavros and William 
Bieber, former Wheeling building direc- 
tor also convicted as a result of the fed- 
eral probe. 


Wheeling Zoning board member Alan 


Martin also is employed by Country Ser- 
vice, which was awarded contracts by 
numerous developers 
whose projects 


were approved by the zoning board. 


More traffic signs

Bob and Debbie were just making a land survey 


when this piece of metal came out of the blue...

Robert Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a jagged 
piece of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and IVi feet long, is believed to be an access hatch for a 
commercial jet aircraft. 


FREDERICKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to see it, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring to reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport. 


The O'Hare control tower said the park site is in line with a' 


busy runway which handled a plane every two minutes. 


The pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" It was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA Des Plaines office said, "It 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. "Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing." 


The control tower spokesman said the description sounded 


as though it was from an airliner, but it was not an essential 
part. 


"Evidently they aren't even aware of it. They may not be 


until they take the plane out again and have the required 
walk-around inspection," he said. 


Willaim Poerspel, assistant to the aircraft maintenance 


manager for United Airlines, said the hand-painted number 
9F-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a.Douglas air- 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing" 
door on a DC-8. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted. 


He said it was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


falloffinmld-night. 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft mainte- 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes bad been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors and 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally. He said an 
alrconditioner door once struck a house. 


Fredericks and Debbie said they were unhurt but were a 


little shaken after the incident. "After that, we started watch- 
ing everything that came in over us."

Facelift for Cady Cemetery 
won't alter its heritage 


by DIANE STEKANOS 


Cady Cemetery can finally be dis- 


tinguished from the thick remaining 
growth of the old Cady family orchard 
that borders it on two skies. 


One year ago, broken and scattered 


headstones were barely visible under 
rubble, dirt and wild vegetation. 


For the past year. Palatine Township's 


Cemetery Board has attempted to re- 
store four of the township's most neg- 
lected pioneer cemeteries: Cady, Suther- 
land, Salem and Old Plum Grove. Cady 
is the only one of the four that the town- 
ship owtu, and it has been the first to 
undergo renovation while the township 
attempts to gain custody of the other 
three. 


The three-acre cemetery, on the west 


side of Cla Road between Bunbury Lane 
and Dundee Road in Inverness, dates 
back to the IB40M. when Ezcklel Cady 
buried his son on the small knoll. 


Avcrry V. Wolfrum, cemetery board 


chairman, has been working on the resto- 
ration of the cemetery, which through 
the years became a neighborhood burial 
site for established Palatine families and 
Civil War veterans. Wolfrum doesn't ex- 
pect renovation to be completed before 
next summer because he has only a 
$2,000 per year working budget from the 
township and there Is much tedious 
matching of headstone fragments that 
still must be done.

John Schultz, employe of the Cook 


County Health Department, and health 
officer of Rolling Meadows, said he re- 
ceived a verbal report on the status of 
the repairs at the complex from Sclilml- 


ler before he left, but has made no in- 
spections himself. 


The city's lawsuit, if it goes to trial, 


will seek a court injunction forcing the 
Kassuba Corp. to make all necessary re- 
pairs or have the buildings vacated.

City will study proposal 
to sell water for condos 


A recommendation to sell city water to 


a planned luxury condominium project 
near Plum Grove School will IMJ sent to 
the Rolling Meadows City Council from 
the public works committee.

the city to make Inspections and enforce 
city codes as if the project tvcrc part 
of the city. 


The arrangement would be sought as a 


type of pro-annexation agreement, but 
City Mgr. James Watson warned that if 
the developer chose not to follow tho 
plan, the city would have no authority to 
enforce (lie agreement because the de- 
velopment lies outside the city. 


G u y Parker, chief architect for 


Tcutsch, said Tuesday, however, the 
company is seeking the pro-annexation 
agreement with the city so that if annex- 


ation is possible in the future the action 
can be taken. 


PARKER SAID IF the city is willing to 


enter into the agreement, the company 
will seek approriatc zoning from Cook 
County for the project. The land site now 
lies in unincorporated Cook County and 
would require a multiple family zoning 
classification to allow the project. 


Plans presented to the city last fall 


called for the construction of seven two- 
story buildings containing two-bedroom 
and three-bedroom units to sell for 
$70,000 to $80,000 each. Recreational fa- 
cilities also would be included in the $1.5 
million project. 


The committee's recommendation will

Bob and Debbie were just making a land survey 


when this piece of metal came out of the blue...

Robert Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a jagged 
piece of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and \V* feet long, is believed to be an access hatch for a 
commercial jet aircraft. 


FREDERICKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to see it, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring to reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport. 


The O'Hare control tower said the park site is in line with a 


busy runway which handled a plane every two minutes. 


Tlie pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" it was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA Des Plaines office said, "It 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. "Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing." 


The control tower spokesman said the description sounded 


as though it was from an airliner, but it was not an essential 
part. 


"Evidently they aren't even aware of it. They may not be 


until they take the plane out again and have the required 
walk-around inspection," he said. 


Willaim Poerspcl, assistant to the aircraft 
maintenance 


manager for United Air!!.;;-, said the hand-painted number 
9F-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a Douglas air 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing" 
door on a DC-3. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted. 


He said it was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


fall off in mid-flight. 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft mainte- 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes had been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors and 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally. He said an 
aircondltioner door once struck a house. 


Fredericks and Debbie said they were unhurt but were a 


little shaken after the incident. "After that, we started watch- 
ing everything that came in over us,"

Source* close to the Investigation being

where Schaumburg docs not because of 
its large sales tax rebates, Hoffman Es- 
tates officials say. 


Hoffman Estates therefore objects to 


the sales tax being considered part of the 
"tax effort" considered in dispensing 
federal revenue sharing dollars. 


"The federal government doesn't un- 


derstand local taxation or they wouldn't 
include sales tax in this," said Village 
Pros. Virginia Hoyter. 


Mrs. Hayter said a recent letter from 


the federal government indicates "some 
thinking that revenue sharing is being 
spent in local governments for frivolous 
things" and the funding will be reviewed 
with an idea of its discontinuance. 


IN THE MEANTIME, village officials 


intend to send letters explaining their 
feelings to U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th, and Illinois Senators Charles Per- 
cy and Adlal Stevenson. 


H o f f m a n Estates revenue-sharing 


funds for the past two yars have gone for 
police salaries, public works equipment 
and street and sidewalk repairs. 


Of Schaumburg's federal revenue-shar- 


ing money, $90,000 has been earmarked 
for land purchase for the proposed 
Spring Volley Nature Center, and other 
funds have been spent for drainage im- 
provement programs. Anticipated funds 
are planned for use in construction of a 
new police complex and purchase of a 
$67,000 fire department pumper.

Bob and Debbie were just making a land survey 


when this piece of metal came out of the blue...

Robert Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a jagged 
piece of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and 1 
1= feet long, is believed to be an access hatch for a 


commercial jet aircraft. 


FrtEDEIUCKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to see It, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring to reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport., • 


The O'Hare control tower said the park site is in line with a 


busy runway which handled a plane every twft minutes. 


The pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" it was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA DCS Plaines office said, "It 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. "Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing." 


The control tower spokesman said the description sounded 


as though it was from an airliner, but it was not an essential 
part. 


"Evidently they aren't even aware of it. They may not be 


until they take the plane out again and have the required 
walk-around inspection," he said. 


Willaim Poerspel, assistant to the aircraft maintenance 


manager for United Airlines, said the band-painted number 
9F-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a Douglas air- 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing" 
door on a DC-8. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted. 


He said it was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


fall off in mid-flight. 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft mainte- 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes had been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors and 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally. He said an 
airconditioner door once struck a house. 


Fredericks and Debbie said they were unhurt but were a 


little shaken after the incident. "After that, we started watch- 
ing everything that came in over us."

Money remains an issue 
Rob Roy project would 
add 540 kids to schools 


Officials from Kcnroy Inc. of Skokic 


brought their proposals for the devel- 
opment of the Rob Roy Golf Course to 
the River Trail* Dist. 26 Board of Educa- 
tion Tuesday night during n session de- 
signed to exchange questions and Infor- 
mation on the proposed development. 


Most of the discussion between Roy 


Gottlieb, chairman of Kcnroy's board of 
directors, and board members centered 
around facts and figures Kcnroy has de- 
veloped on how the proposed project will 
affect the school district. 


Using figures on population density 


from the Illinois School Consulting Sur- 
vey, both sides agreed that Kcnroy's pro- 
jection on students to be generated by 
the development Is about 3-10 elementary 
and junior high school-aged children. 


Of more Importance to the board, how- 


ever, were answers to questions such ns 
how soon would the district have to build 
an additional school to accommodate 
these students, where would the money 
come from to finance the added cost to 


the district of educating these students, 
and where would the money come to fi- 
nance the cost of building a school. 


GOTTLIEB ADMITTED that he was 


not prepared to answer all the board's 
questions because Kcnroy officials were 
not completely aware of the types of 
things the district was interested in other 
than projected increased tax revenues 
and enrollment projections. 


"We wanted to come here to find out 


what the district wants to know," Got- 
tlieb said. He added that he will In- 
vestigate these matters and come back 
to the board with answers. 


Specific concerns voiced by board 


members and the administration were 
ox'or Kcnroy's projections on revenue in- 
creases which It said will be accrued to 
the district as a result of the planned 
2.330 apartment and condominium devel- 
opment. 


Bused on the old state aid formula, 


Kcnroy projected the district would real- 
ize yearly revenue increase of $600,000. 


Village board annexes 
shop center, apartments 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


Tuesday night annexed a ' mall shopping 
center and several apartment complexes 
In the southwest corner of the village, 
and a vacant parcel In the northwest cor- 
ner. 


The shopping center, south of Algon- 


quin Road and east of Briarwood Drive, 
was annexed at the request of the owner, 
Nathan Gcllcr. It includes a Pizza Hut 
restaurant and Fayva shoe store as the 
major tenants. 


Annexation of the shopping center per- 


mitted the village to Involuntarily annex 
a 43-acrc parcel north of Algonquin 
Road, extending west to the Arlington 
Heights village limits and cast to Bus.sc 
Road. 


The property Includes the Algonquin 


Trails, St. Johns and Gladstone Com- 
mons (formerly Old Ivy) apartment 
complexes, as well as a portion of the 
Tlmberlakc Village apartments, and 
some vacant lots which have been zoned 
in unincorporated Elk Grove Township 
for multlfamlly use, but come Into the 
village designated for single family resi- 
dential use. Mount Prospect has been 
providing sewer and water service to the 
buildings. 


IJECAUSE THE property also is con- 


tiguous to Arlington Heights, that munic- 
ipality could have annexed it. However, 
Mayor Robert D. Telchcrt said after the 
meeting that "there is no reason to be- 
lieve" Arlington Heights would have 
reached cast of Meier Road to take in 
the land. 


"Insofar as possible, we agreed Meier 


would be a good (boundary) line," he 
said. 


In the northwest segment of the vil- 


lage, the village board annexed n vacant 
3.9-acre parcel on the north side of Ken- 
sington Road, cast of Elmhurst Avenue. 
Half of the property has been earmarked 
for a small shopping center, including a 
White Hen Pantry grocery store, under 
commercial zoning while the property 
has been in unincorporated Wheeling 
Township. 


With the annexation to Mount Pros- 


pect, the property is zoned for single 
family residential use. It was in- 
voluntarily annexed after the annexation 
of the Prospect Meadows subdivision to 
the west made the property surrounded 
by Mount Prospect. 


However, according to the state-aid for- 
mula as' it exslts today, which In- 
corporates an equalizer measure, no 
such amount of extra money is foreseen. 


Supt. John Prldlund said that in fact 


the district may not see any added funds 
because, according to the equalizer for- 
mula, as assessed valuation of a district 
increases, state aid goes down. 


Board members also expressed con- 


cern on how the district would accom- 
modate students from the project during 
the time before a new school can be 
built, stating that many schools arc al- 
ready at or near their classroom capac- 
ity. 


THE COST OF building n new school 


also posed a problem in the minds of 
board members who wanted to know 
whore money for the construction would 
come from. 


Gottlieb said it is possible Kcnroy 


could provide the money needed to con- 
struct a school if it is financially possible 
and profitable for the company to do so. 
He added, however, that this is a deter- 
mination he would have to consider in 
terms of how much of a yearly amount 
Kcnroy would hove to provide. 


Gottlieb told the board he would have 


all the board's questions investigated and 
try to find answers to them. Board Pros. 
Michael Sheyker added that the board 
had made no determination on its posi- 
tion toward the project cither pro or con. 


"This is neither an approval or dis-

Administrators in Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 39 may receive pay raises in addi- 
tion to the 5 per cent raises that went 
into effect July t. 


The board of education set tentative 


pay increase guidelines Monday night In 
executive session, by raising the salary 
scale 0 per cent. Some administrators — 
principals, associate principals and as- 
sistant superintendents — may receive 
additional merit raises not to exceed a 
total 18.5 per cent Increase. The board 
expects the average total Increase to be 
13 per cent, chairman Gerald Smiley 
said. 


The raises would be awarded after the 


administrators arc evaluated. 


The board previously had granted 5 


per cent pay Increases to the adminis- 
trators and Supt. Jamci Ervlti, effective 
July I. The board also stipulated that 
Ihese salaries be reviewed before Sept. 
IS and any additional raises be made ret- 
roactive to July I. 


FUNDS TO PAY the raises would

Robert Fredericks and his stepdaughter Debbie Kimball 


were unhurt but shaken Tuesday morning when a jagged 
piece of metal, apparently from a passing jet plane, hurtled 
to earth with 15 yards of them. 


They were making a land survey for the Arlington Heights 


Park District at Belmont Avenue and Council Trail for the 
future Pioneer Farm and Garden Park when the metal land- 
ed 42 feet from where Debbie was holding the surveyor's rod. 


"We heard a bang. I looked over and saw the metal. I 


looked up and there was an airliner heading toward O'Hare 
(airport)." Debbie said. 


The object, of aluminum alloy measuring about one-foot 


wide and IVt feet long, is believed to be an access hatch for a 
commercial jet aircraft. 


FREDERICKS AND Debbie brought the piece of metal and 


another piece found in the vicinity into the Herald offices. 


"We thought you'd like to see it, after we remembered 


reading those stories about the other stuff falling from plan- 
es," Fredericks said referring to reports of houses and people 
being splattered with airborne sewage. 


According to their statements, there were no trees, build- 


ings or other structures from which the objects could have 
fallen. They said they saw a commercial airliner moving to 
the southeast in a landing pattern at the airport. 


The O'Hare control tower said the park site is in line with a 


busy runway which handled a plane every two minutes. 


The pieces of metal were turned over to the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration and the National Transportation Safety 
Board for identification. Although the metal object has not 
been positively linked to a plane, the FAA said it is "pretty 
sure" it was. 


The FAA said the investigation should be completed oday. 
A spokesman at the FAA Des Plaines office said, "It 


sounds like something a pilot would miss, but not right 
away." 


A CALL TO THE O'Hare control tower brought the re- 


ponse. J'Nobody reported any parts of their planes missing." 


The control tower spokesman said the description sounded

Willaim Poerspel, assistant to the aircraft maintenance 


manager for United Airlines, said the hand-painted number 
9F-4936-1 on the reverse side corresponds to a Douglas air- 
craft and the dimensions are similar to those for a "fairing" 
door on a DC-8. 


Poerspel said a fairing door keeps the wing streamlined as 


the flaps are adjusted. 


He said It was "highly unusual" for parts of an aircraft to 


fall off In mid-flight. 


A SPOKESMAN for American Airlines aircraft mainte- 


nance concurred, "Things like that are very infrequent." 


Both spokesmen said their airplanes had been checked and 


found to be whole. 


Milton Washington, FAA investigator, said that doors and 


flaps have been known to fall off occasionally. He said an 
aircondltioner door once struck a house. 


Fredericks and Debbie said they were unhurt but were a 


little shaken after the incident. "After that, we started watch- 
ing everything that came in over us."

Citizens draft 
senior citizen 
taxi fare plan 


The Arlington Heights Senior citizens' 


commission has drafted a taxi cab pro- 
gram which would enable elderly to trav- 
el within the village for a nominal fee. 


An ad hoc committee working on the 


program suggested Tuesday night that 
senior citizens pay 50 cents for each ride. 
The other portion of the costs arc to be 
subsidized by federal, state or local 
monies. 


Although (hero ore no funds for this 


program at this lime, commission mem- 
bers hope to start the service before 
the end of the fall season. 


The commission currently is seeking 


the funds. 


The cost of rides is based on average 


taxlcab trips made by residents. The av- 
erage ride was determined to cost $1.50. 
Plans arc to distribute Identification 
cards with photos to all participating sen- 
ior citizens, who will show the card to tbo 
cab driver. 


For 50 cents the rider will bo entitled 


to travel any distance in the village. This 
program will be available for residents 
63 years or older, and those who arc em- 
ployed fulltimo will not be qualified for 
reduced fares. The plan is similar to one 
in Mount Prospect. 


A commission survey showed an esti- 


mated 3,000 persons are eligible to par- 
ticipate in the taxicab program. 


Final negotiations will be made with a 


local taxicab company and a proposal 
will bo presented to the village board.

R e s i d e n t s of Green Acres con- 


dominiums have leveled a variety of 
complaints about the operation of the 
Americana Nursing Home, 715 W. Cen- 
tral Rd., that will result in a village in- 
spection of the facility. 


The condominiums arc directly south 


of the nursing home along Fernandez Av- 
enue. 


Residents complained to the village 


board Monday night of traffic In the rear 
of the nursing home, garbage, a barbed 
wire fence, construction debris and poor- 
ly kept grounds. 


"It seems like they swept all the rub- 


bish from their front (yard) around to 
our front," said Stanley £. Wells, 1030 S. 
Fernandez, president of the Green Acres 
West Condominium Assn. 


Robert T. Whltson. assistant adminis- 


trator at Americana, disputed the resi- 
dents' charges. 


The complaints surfaced because 


Americana had been cited for having too 
many signs on its property In violation of 
village ordlnace. 


The signs arc necessary, Whitson said, 


to direct ambulances and delivery trucks 
to the nursing home's rear entrance. 


The board of trustees withheld a deci- 


sion on the signs pending a report on tho 
residents' complaints by the village ad- 
nlnfrt ration. 


Passes clean air lest easily 
Car puffing like a fire 
engine? That's great!

If someone tells you that your car 


runs as cleanly as a fire engine, take 
a bow for clean air. 


The 1973 Howe fire engine barely 


nudged the dials measuring hydro- 
carbon and carbon monoxide emis- 
sions at the Chicago Lung Assn. lott- 
ing station at the Northpoint Shop- 
ping Center In Arlington Heights. 
The center, being run with the coop- 
eration of the village environmental 
control commission, will bo testing 
cars there until Saturday. 


The diescl-powcred engine, with 


4,000 miles on the odometer, was the 
first vehicle tested Tuesday. As the 
dials remained motionless, the at- 
tendants checked connections to 
make sure the truck was hooked up. 


The gauges and sensors were found 


to be in perfect order. The dicscl en- 
gine ran so cleanly, however, that it 
could hardly produce a reading. 


THE TEST IS fairly simple and 


quick. The sensors arc inserted into 
the exhaust pipe, while a tachometer 
Is attached to the engine. 


Two readings arc taken, one for 


the engine running at high speed, 


and the other while the car is Idling. 


The standards for a clean-running 


engine arc 500 parts of hydrocarbons 
per million and a 4 per cent carbon 
monoxide rating. 


Readings above those levels can be 


caused by incorrect Idling settings, 
dirty ah* filters, poor timing or a 
gasoline-air mixture that is too rich. 


Attendants with the unit said cars 


with poor readings are generally in 
need of a tune-up and arc wasting 
gasoline. The lung association said 
air pollution from cars can be linked 
to emphysema, chronic bronchitis, 
asthma and other respiratory dis- 
orders. 


The readings for Arlington Heights 


Fire Chief John Haydcn's bright red 
1973 Dodge station wagon passed the 
test, but not with the scores of the fire 
engine. 


A VILLAGE-OWNED 1970 Chevro- 


let Impala, formerly driven by Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson, needed me- 
chanical remedies. The hydrocarbon 
reading was 1,320 parts per million 
(the standard is 500) and the carbon 
dioxide went off the scale at 7.5 per 
cent (the standard is 4 per cent). 


George Welnand, village informa- 


tion officer, said the offending Im- 
pala would be sent to shop for a tune- 
up within the week. 


Mrs. Jean Hanlon, chairman of the 


village Environmental Control Com- 
mission, pulled her new Pontiac 
Bonneville in for the testing. "I would 
be terribly embarrassed if I failed," 
she confided. 


She had no cause for shame. The 


car, with barely :i,000 miles, pro- 
duced only a reading of 20 on the 
hydrocarbon test and zero per cent 
on carbon monoxide. 


The testing service at the shopping 


center at Arlington Heights and 
Rand roads is free and failure only 
results in an urging to take the car in 
for a tune-up. According to a lung 
association spokesman, the remedy 
is not costly and would save the mo- 
torist operating expenses and helps 
clean the air. 


The testing takes place from 10 


a.m. until 5 p.m. at the shopping cen- 
ter until Saturday, except Thursday 
when the hours are 1 p.m. until 8 
p.m. 


The testing will move to Woodfield 


Shopping Center next week.
